Ideal fishing waters...three species of trout! That's what you 


find in the wilderness of Gogebic County in Michigan's Upper Peninsula 


to lure thousands of fly fishermen into the north country 


In the narrow, western tip of the Upper Peninsula 
of Michigan lies Gogebic County, the roof garden 
of the Land O’Lakes country, housing the mineral- 
laden divide where waters meet—separating fast 
streams that shoot northward over rocky falls 
toward Lake Superior, and lanquid streams that 
flow southward into the Wisconsin lake region. 

It is in the pools of these northbound streams 
that trout abound, awaiting beneath the jagged 
rocks of Michigan’s rough, unconquered waterfalls 
to test the skill of the flycaster. It is these trout 
that caused Indians to name the land, Gogebic— 
“Where trout raising makes rings on the water.” 


Most fishermen tackle these streams near their 
outlets to Superior, and are successful by so doing. 
But John Weber, an old-timer of Lake Gogebic, 
told us about the wildness of the east branch of 
the Presque Isle (Presk Eel), north of Marenisco 
and west of Lake Gogebic, and of the browns and 
rainbows and brookies that lived there. We found 
an amazing, rugged fastness, sliced by alternately 
iron black and snow white water, that demanded 
two things of the fisherman—the surefootedness of 
a mountain goat, and the ability to execute a roll 
cast. The reward? Trout that strike with the same 
unquenched spirit the country exemplifies.

W hat are you doing for the kids? 


Kentucky's answer is Junior Conservation Clubs in building youngsters 


of today into tomorrow's conservation leaders 


‘HEY, DAD! DON’T SHOOT! 
oo far away; you'll only cripple ’em 
Those words were fairly yelled in a 
oyish voice from the duck blind some 
me hundred yards from where I sat amid 
makeshift of cornstalks. There was that 
eculiar kind of an unexplainable appeal 
the tone that pleaded the cause of 
ucks out of range—the kind of an appeal

that can only be expressed by the simple, 
heartfelt enthusiasm of a boy. It im- 
pressed me and, all morning, I kept turn- 
ing it over and over in my mind and 
wondering all about the youngster hidden 
away in the fodder shock in front of me. 
I wanted to see him because he was 
different from the average young hunter 
who can’t resist pumping the last shell 


into a flying flock of ducks. I wanted to 
know his training and why he yelled out 
to the cold heavens one of the greatest 
axioms of conservation and true sports- 
manship. 

Cold, heavy mists hung like a hazy 
nightmare over Kentucky’s duck country. 
Crumpled cornstalks stretched away to 
the east for a few hundred feet, then,

gradually, faded into indiscernible tangled 
masses. To the west was the fringe of 
hardwoods, along the Mississippi, rising 
shadowy and indistinct. A steamboat 
sounded intermittent blasts far away up 
the river. 

They were coming in—hundreds upon 
hundreds—dropping low over the line of 
trees and circling in dubious patterns, 
searching out feeding grounds. Higher 
overhead, great flocks drove down the 
heavens, apparently intent upon feeding 
grounds far away amid the white winds 
of the south. It was one of those flights 
where the grandeur of numbers sends a 
tingle through you, and you forget to 
shoot. 


A Sight to Remember 


High and low—far and wide—they beat 
their wings against the clouds, following 
the migratory sky-lanes of their fathers. 

A flock of Mallards swung down to my 
left and, turning sharply, they coasted in 
between me and my companions. 

Just at the right moment, there was the 
sharp report of a small gauge shotgun 
and a green head let go, hurtled to earth, 
bounced once, and lay still. The crouching 
figure of a boy darted out from the op- 
posite blind, picked up the prize and, as 
quickly, returned. 

Again and again, with deadly accuracy, 
this young sportsman picked his chances 
and cleanly brought down his game. 

From time to time, the booming report 
of a larger gun either preceded or fol- 
lowed the smaller but only once did I see 
it effective. 

For three hours the ducks poured in, 
then, gradually, the wind came up, driv- 
ing the fog higher and away, clearing out 
the bottoms to a wider horizon. The ducks 
moved away to the river and I stepped 
out in the open to chat with my com- 
panions who were stretching their legs in 
front of their blind. 

“Pretty good luck, fellows?” I in- 
quired. 

The boy answered with a polite, “Yes, 
sir, pretty good,” holding up six prize 
Mallards. 

Grinning proudly, the man patted the 
two ducks in his belt and exclaimed, “He 
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kinda showed me up, huh?” 

On the way out to the road, I told them 
of my connections with the Game and 
Fish Division. This aroused endless en- 
thusiasm in the youngster and he fairly 
bubbled over with questions and remarks 
about hunting and fishing. 

For a long time, I had been thinking of 
junior conservation education—turning it 
over in my mind and kicking it around 
trying to decide just how to tackle the 
proposition. All at once, details didn’t 
seem to matter; they would come later 
and be worked out. What we needed most 
was a start and, when I had finished talk- 
ing with this enthusiastic boy conserva- 
tionist, the Junior Conservation Clubs of 
Kentucky were born. Here was a lad 
representing exactly what we wanted to 
make out of every boy in the state—a 
living, walking example of junior conser- 
vation education—so why put the job off 
any longer? 

The first detail was finding the right 
man to head the organization—one who 
knew boys and liked them—one that the 
boys liked and would follow—a man who 
could help work out a good program and 
put it over. I didn’t look long until I 
found Ed Adams, former coach and prin- 
cipal of the Lawrenceberg High School. 
Ed still heads the fine organization and 
has fulfilled every expectation of the Di- 
vision of Game and Fish and the boys 
that he works with. 

At the outset we decided to’ be thor- 


Although fishing is 
great sport, these 
young sportsmen 
have learned that 
tournament casting 
also can be fun.

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oughly original and to put into our effor; 
just what we wanted and no more, with- 
out copying anything from any other or- 
ganization. That’s what we did and I am 
confident that this has led our organiza- 
tion to success. 

We first thought of what we desired 
these juniors to learn and to be. The 
answer was an appreciation of the things 
around them and the conservation of 
natural resources—not killers and meat 
hunters but true sportsmen. We wanted 
them to be unselfish, fair and tolerant. We 
wanted them to be good, solid, progres- 
sive, American citizens. With that settled 
we set to work on a source book of in- 
struction with outlined lessons to cover 
every month for a period of five years. 
These lessons are based on the natura! 
resources and allied subjects. 

Each club is sponsored by some other 
organization such as senior sportsmen’s 
clubs, Optimist Clubs, Rotary, Lions, Ki- 
wanis Clubs, or any other civic body. 
Upon organization, the sponsoring clulk 
selects a conuselor to meet with the boys 
at least once each month. At this meeting: 
the club goes through a lesson. At most 
meetings a representative of the Division 
of Game and Fish is present with a mov- 
ing picture, short talk, or some other kind 
of entertainment. Usually, refreshments: 
with cold drinks, end the affair. 


Counselors Instruct 

The Junior Club Organization has nine 
regular field men who meet with the 
counselors from time to time to give them 
every instructive help in carrying to thei 
clubs the real purpose of the organization: 
Every one of the state’s one hundred anc 
twenty conservation officers are requirec; 
to attend junior club meetings, helping im 
the lesson in various ways. Departmen 
heads, technical men, and Commissioners 
make it their business to attend as many, 
meetings as possible during the year. 

When a club is organized, each membe 
pays a yearly fee of fifty cents into the 
club treasury. This money is their own te. 
buy books, refreshments, or any othew 
thing voted by the membership; however 
the sponsoring club usually furnishes any! 
refreshments needed for meetings. 

When the initial membership is com. 
pleted, each member is issued a member- 
ship card and a club button. This buttor 
has a five point star, the points represent~ 
ing “Furs, Fins, Feathers, Forests ane 
Fields.” Between the points are the words 
“Freedom, Faith, Fidelity, Forward ane 
Fellowship.” In the center of the star is ;

of the senior conservation clubs. 

The offices of president, vice-president, 
secretary and treasurer are selected from 
the membership by a club vote at their 
organization meeting. Various committees, 
necessary to the operation of the club, are 
also chosen by the membership. The club 
is then given a charter by the Division of 
Game and Fish,: together with by-laws 
and regulations, and is ready for the busi- 
ness of conservation education by study 
related to the conservation and perpetu- 
ation of natural resources. 

_ These clubs have many programs out- 
side their regular lessons, such as keeping

Schools Help the Program 
In many instances, the schools are pro- 


- foundly interested in the program and the 


regular monthly meeting is held during 
school hours with all the students. 

Not all the lessons, however, are held 
indoors; some of them are field trips de- 
voted to the study of everything encoun- 
tered. There are overnight camping ex- 
peditions, with campfires and outdoor 
cooking and, very often, fishing for cat- 
fish around a log heap while a good story- 
teller spins endless tales of the wilderness 
things. Then there is rifle practice and 


-easting tournaments for the purpose of 


training members for district meets where 
the teams are selected to go to the state 
matches held each year. 

I wish every sportsman could see these 
boys handle a rifle. Some of the senior 


“marksmen, I am sure, would stand with 
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awe-stricken open mouths as_ these 
youngsters, without any sign of egotism 
or conceit, casually shoot the bull’s-eye 
out of a target without touching the outer 
circles. I’ve seen boys of ten put every 
shot in the center circle. 

In Kentucky, the best experts hesitate 
to compete with these juniors when it 
comes to tournament casting. Without 
back-lashes or snarls, they drop their 
plugs almost exactly perfect. 

As school comes to an end, many of 
them begin their plans for a real adven- 
ture by going to one of the regular junior 
camps for a week’s outing. The Division 
has two of these camps. One is located on 
beautiful Dale Hollow Lake in southern 
Kentucky, where the Army engineers 
have given them a lease on a camp site, 
and another on Kentucky Lake. This area 
was granted to the state by the TVA and 
here the boys enjoy everything that can 
be offered by the largest man-made im- 
poundment of water in the United States. 

While still in the process of improve- 
ment, the camps are now comfortable and 
enjoyable. Modern buildings house the 
kitchens and dining rooms and are 
manned by good and experienced cooks. 
Sleeping quarters are in tents with wood- 
en floors. Each tent accommodates twelve 
boys and is supervised by a member of 
the camp personnel. Grounds are lighted 
with electric lights. 

While it has been suggested, we never 
have considered sleeping cottages. We 
don’t want these camps to be Brussels 
Carpet affairs. We want them comfortable 
but rugged—we want them clean without 
lace curtains—we want them safe without 
inflicting a thousand “don’ts.” 

Experienced men take them in hand for 
the entire week. They are taught to swim, 
how to handle a boat with oars and mo- 
tor, how to cast a plug or fly, the safe 


handling of firearms, archery, camping, 
and a hundred other things. Specialists 
accompany them on field excursions for 
actual lessons in conservation study. They 
are shown the effects and corrective 
methods of soil erosion, forest fires, and 
general natural resource waste. Stops are 
made to identify trees, shrubs and wild 
flowers. They are taught of the mysteries 
of insect life, the identity and habits of 
birds, animals and reptiles. 
Conservation Clubs Pay Off 

Kentucky now has about 351 of these 
Junior Conservation Clubs in 115 coun- 
ties. They represent a total membership 
of 22,000 boys and are growing every. 
day. 

Are they paying off? That’s the ques- 
tion asked of us every day. Our answer 
is a definite “Yes.” 

These boys understand the real value 
of conservation. They know why we have 
refuges and that they are not for the pur- 
pose of taking land away from the hunter 
but only to perpetuate hunting for all 
the boys of the future. They know why 
we have game laws and understand the 
damage done by forest fires. They know 
the economic and recreational value of 
our natural resources and talk it to their 
parents, friends and companions. This 
program has reduced law violations and 
increased our revenue in the way of li- 
cense sales. 

We are building a class of better sports- 
men, men who will appreciate and know 
the out-of-doors, not for the sake of kill- 
ing game, but for the mysterious interest 
of the things of the fields, forests and 
waters. They will be a generation of un- 
selfish men with a better life because 
of the appreciation of wild things. 

Through this our natural resources will 
be used wisely and the world will be 
endowed with better citizens. THE END

False casting with a greater length of line 
would overload the rod and using less line 
beyond the guides would not develop its 
full power. The result in either case was a 
loss in distance. These forward tapers 
were not reversible and when the forward 
section wore out a new line was in order. 

In this country in the 1930’s with the 
advent of greater interest in tournament 
casting, the forward taper, essential to 


distance casting competition, was popular- 


ized here for fishing as the “bug taper” or 
“torpedo head” line. These early Ameri- 
can forward tapers were designed by 
distance casters for distance casting and 
they added length to the purchaser’s casts. 
Yet, as fishing lines they had serious 
faults. 

In their efforts to make a line that 
would give the average fishing fly caster 
the maximum distance, the manufacturers 
had detracted from the essential fishing 
requirements of a fly line. They made the 
front tapers too short, the heavy sections 
too heavy and too short, and the back 
section of shooting line too light and too 
fine. Some of the forward tapers were less 
than four feet long bringing the heavy

lines jump .005 inches per size. An E line 
is .040” in diameter, a D line is .045”; a 
C line is .050”, etc. 

One more factor to puzzle the prospec- 
tive buyer is the specific gravity angle. 
The higher the specific gravity of a line 
the more it will weigh in a given di- 
ameter. A high specific gravity (heavy) 
line casts better than a low one. It has 
more weight for the same wind resistance. 
But a high specific gravity line will sink 
more readily then one with a specific 


- gravity nearer to that of water. Nylon fly 


lines are much lighter than the silk ones 
they supplanted. A size E in silk would 
cast about as well as a size D in Nylon. 
All this has added to the confusion on this 
subject and is something every purchaser 
should take into consideration. 

The higher its specific gravity (ratio 
of its weight over the weight of the same 


volume of water) the better a line will 


cast and the easier it will sink. The lower 
the line’s specific gravity the better it will 
float and the larger the diameter needed 
to balance a given rod. Since the specific 
gravity of a line is rarely listed on the 
package the inexpert buyer must depend 
upon the dealer or someone ‘else who 
should know. Remember that nylon ines 
tend to be lighter than silk in the same 
size, that silk lines (usually less long 
lasting) tend to cast farther and sink more 
readily than nylon. 

To sum up further I recommend (A) 
the very heavy forward taper lines with 
short front tapers only for fishing where 
maximum distance and little delicacy is 
required and where leaders of less than 
six ft. will be used, (B) for fishing where 
slightly less than maximum distance is 
acceptable and maximum delicacy is

ably stout rod long casts can be made. In 
the very light rods the level line and the 
tapered lines are more nearly alike and 
the use of any taper becomes less impor- 
tant. A line that tapers only from H to D 
and back to E again offers less advantage 
over a straight D line than a GAH does 
over a level C line which would balance 
on the same rod. 


Balancing Line to Rod 


Balancing a fly line to a rod is a matter 
of securing in the line the proper amount 
of weight in that part of its length which 
is to be extended in false casting to give a 
maximum use of the rod’s power without 
subjecting it to undue strain. This state- 
ment is made on the assumption that the 
rod is right for the angler. If an angler is 
using too powerful a rod for his casting 
arm he may have to compromise on a 
lighter line than perfect for the rod in 
order to get his maximum casting utility 
and fish with a rod and line that do not 
truly balance. 

A line cannot be selected for a rod on 
a basis of its weight alone, its length alone 
or the-combination of both. It is the power 
of the rod rather than its length to which 
the line must be coordinated, A husky 
744 foot rod and a soft action nine foot 
rod might balance out with identical 
lines. Because of the variation in lines of 
different manufacturers and varying ma- 
terials there may be discrepancies in any 
general table but here is a general rule 
for selecting lines:

One of the best methods of fastening lines 
to leaders is by means of interlocking 
loops. Such loops are easily made by fray- 
ing out the end of the line (1), wrapping 
it with fine silk with a whip finish or a

series of half hitches (2) and coating with 
two or three coats of thin rod varnish 
(3). If the line loop is passed through the 
leader loop and then the leader point is 
passed through the line loop and pulled 
on through the two loops will lock in a 
secure hold which will slide easily 
through the guides and yet which can be 
released easily when a leader is to be 
changed.

Carrying you through each stage of fly 
tying, from equipment needed to success- 
ful patterns, Cross devotes about three 
quarters of the space to dry flies, with 
wet flies, nymphs and bucktails covered 
in the remaining space.

So all you hunters who 
would like to have the “person who cooks 
it’ have the chore of cleaning game 
climb aboard the band wagon for an all- 
out campaign designed for better treat- 
ment of hunters. 
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I'D LIKE TO doff my sportsman’s cap 
to the members of the University of 
Minnesota radio guild players for excel- 
lent work in conservation. During the 
early months of 1950, when snow and 
cold weather made the life of a pheasant 
pretty rugged up Minnesota way, these 
conservation-minded students broadcast 
regularly asking sportsmen and farmers 
to provide cover and food for the ring- 
necks. 

Conservation officials estimate a carry- 
over of nearly 5,000,000 pheasants and the 
work of the radio guild can be given 
credit for part of the program in guar- 
anteeing suitable breeding stock for the 
new year. 
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RALPH POGUE, in a special story pub- 
lished by the Missouri Conservation 
Commission, asks the question: “Is it 
Instinct, Reason or Accident?”

Suddenly the 
surface of the lake exploded and Mr. 
Minnow ended up as dinner for the large- 
mouth. 

Pogue says the minnow was probably 
exhausted rather than using logic to out- 
wit the bass. 

Then there’s the story of one goose 
dipping down under a wounded comrade 
and carrying the injured honker for a 
hundred yards or so until the cripple 
could again travel under its own power. 
Supposedly this event was witnessed. 

And there was a catfish that was sup- 
posed to have attacked a foxhound that 
was wading a stream. 

I’ve often borrowed the expression, 
truth is stranger than fiction, and I think 
here again the expression fits. I wouldn’t 
say the above events aren’t true. In fact, 
I have heard so many similar stories that 
I’m inclined to believe them all. You 
know in this country a man is innocent 
until proven guilty—and that applies to 
robbing a bank or telling a fish story. 
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AND SPEAKING of crimes, the No. 1 
plank in Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker’s 
“Challenge to Sportsmen” is “Game law 
violators are thieves—treat them accord- 
ingly.” 

No truer words were ever spoken, and 
the failure of many gunners and fisher- 
men to abide by the standards of good 
sportsmanship are largely responsible for 
finding some game populations at a low 
ebb. Although the game hog and out-of- 
season offender operate on both game 
and fish, the illegal slaughter of water- 
fowl probably is the worst of all. 

How can you stop it? Since appealing 
to the guys who break the laws to change 
their ways has made little headway, 
we're going to have to have more money, 
more men and more jail sentences. Catch 
a guy shooting ducks on the spring flight 
northward and throw him in jail for a 
few months. When fines fail to discourage 
out-of-season shooting, a stiff jail sen- 
tence will make anybody think twice be- 
fore taking a potshot at a mallard. 
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THAT GRAND game bird, the wild tur- 
key, is making a comeback in the U.S. 
and much of the gain can be traced to 
federal aid to states. While 13 states are 
using federal aid for turkey programs, 
Colorado probably is the best example 
of what can be done. 

In 1899 Colorado closed the hunting 
season on turkeys and for the first time 


- since that date had a three-day season 


last fall. About 20 per cent of the Colo- 
rado hunters bagged a bird, too, as com- 
pared to a national average of 16 per 
cent. It is estimated that the turkey 
population has jumped from 6,000 to 
18,000 birds in the six years that Colorado 
has been using aid provided through 
Pittman-Robertson funds. 
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YOU CAN learn a lot of startling facts 
sitting in an editor’s chair and reading 
publicity releases that cross your desk. 
Here’s what I mean: The rabbit has a 
bulging curved eye that enables him to 
see behind his back . ... the tongue of 
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the gecko lizard is so long that the reptile 
can use it to wash its eyes... the plan- 
arium, a flat worm, can grow a new 
head to replace one that’s lost.... 

Want to know more? By order of 
Henry VII the wolf was exterminated in 
England early in the 16th century . 
when swimming the squid’s body looks 
like streaks of water in motion, but the 
effect of camouflage is different when the 
squid is motionless, for then it looks 
like a bed of water weeds. ... The male 
gorilla rules his family with an iron hand, 
sending members of his family to bed 
in branches of a tree he has selected, 
then making his own bed at the foot of 
the tree.... 

I guess that’s enough facts for one 


lesson . .. but there’ll be more next 
month.

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T'S TROUT FISHING TIME IN ONTARIO

As soon as the ice goes out, 
early birds of fishing clan give 
lakers a whirl with light tackle 


If you want to catch lake trout early in 
the spring when they’re in shallow water, 
better bundle up, fellows, because it may 
get kind of nippy in the north country 
during the early part of May. But there 
are compensations in this early fishing 
including the thrill of the first fishing 
trip of the season, no mosquitoes, and fish 
that are full of fight in cold water. 
These pictures, telling the story of a 
lake trout fishing trip in the Lake of the 
Woods, Ontario, Canada, represent prob- 
ably the “coldest” series of pictures ever 
shot with a camera, for the temperature 
went down to 18 above with a 25 mile an 
hour wind, and snow fell several times 
(once all day) while these inveterate 
fishermen kept after the fish. Although 
some of the anglers in this party were 
ardent fly fishermen even when after 
trout, on this trip various kinds of tackle 
were used from fly rod outfits to short 
trolling rods with spoons as lures. As 
every lake trout enthusiast knows, the ad- 
vantage of this early fishing is finding the 
lakers in fairly shallow water so you can 
cast for them with light tackle. Later the 
lakers may go into 75 or 100 feet of water. 


It’s May, and snow flurries and high winds in the Lake of the Woods 

country, Canada, make it exciting and different for fishing. And 

Rush Watkins, Chicago, IIl., has a trout on a fly rod, so who worries 
about a little snow and cold weather? 
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You better get that landing net, Mr. Wat- 
kins. A flashing spinner ahead of a 
streamer fly often will make the lake trout 
come arunnin’ when they’re hitting early

SOLID GLASS WiTH Live act\o™ 
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Striped Bass Fishing Lures 
Anglers ‘To Coastal Waters 


By Ollie Rodman 


Any fish that has commanded serious 
attention from anglers of America for over 
100 years must be something! 

In 1846 The American Angler’s Guide 
devoted a long chapter to this worthy fish, 
and among many other complimentary 
remarks, one line in this 104-year-old 
Angling book reads: “In no species of 
angling is it so necessary to have superior 
quality of tackle as in the one (striped 
basse) under consideration . . . for the 
fisher will often be crossed by fishes of 
great magnitude, and by taking proper 
precautions to have everything strong and 
durable, he will often prevent loss of 
tackle and loss of patience, two very 
important items of a successful Angler’s 
stock.” 

Now there’s a bit of advice that has 
some real meat in it for any fisherman 
seeking any fish—and especially, as de- 
scribed, for the striped bass angler. 


Surf Fishing 


This form of striped bass angling is one 
of the most fun, most popular, and most 
successful. As a rule, it is practiced for 
stripers from southern Jersey to Maine, 
and on the West Coast on the outer 
beaches of the San Francisco Bay area 
and in Coos Bay, Oregon—-these three 
areas being the most popular ones for 
striper fishing. As striped bass do a good 
deal of ranging along the shore for food, 
you don’t always need a long cast to con- 


nect. In fact, I have seen stripers hit a 
lure right in the nearest wave to the 
beach, practically at your feet. However, 
in choosing your spot for surf fishing, 
watch for tidal currents, offshore rocks 
and bars. Also, remember that what may 
be a tidal flat on a low tide can be good 
striper fishing on the flood. 

Surf fishing tackle was pretty well 
standardized: 6, 6% or 7 ft. tip of split 
bamboo, 30” butt on which is mounted a 
free spool, star drag reel of 150 to 200 yard 
capacity of 9-thread linen line or its 
equivalent in nylon. The old surf rods— 
and too many of them are still in use— 
had only one running guide plus the tip 
guide. This was originally designed to 
prevent friction of the line through sev- 
eral guides, but this theory blew up when 
Primo Livenais broke the world’s record 
with a 705 ft. 4” cast with a tip which had 
five running guides and a tip guide. Bam- 
boo surf rods no longer have a corner on 
the market, particularly since the advent 
of beryllium copper, hollow steel and, 
more recently, the fiber glass rods. You 
can watch for some mighty interesting 
developments in fiber glass surf and salt 
water rods this season, This material has 
already established itself in fresh water 
bait and fly casting rods. 

For lines, there is a divided camp, with 
some old-timers sticking to cuttyhunk (50 
leas linen), but many old-timers and 
newcomers praising braided nylon. Both

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are excellent. Use 9 thread linen or 27 lb, 
test nylon unless you're fishing a rocky 
shoreline where 12 to 15 thread linen or 
36 to 45 lb. test nylon is safer. You can 
cast further with the lighter lines. 

The surf fisherman has his choice of a 
rather wide variety of lures. Incidentally, 
before I get into that subject, you will 
want a leader and swivel between your 
line and lure; and for our money we will 
take nylon monofilament unless we are 
fishing for bluefish. 

Going back to lures again, the surf fish- 
erman had pretty well settled, up until a 
few years ago, on metal jigs, with either 
a fixed, built-in hook or a swinging one. 
Most popular of these were the Montauk, 
Johnston, Sand Eel, Diamond, and Bent 
Sand Eel. Weighing from 2% up to 4 oz. 
—the latter when you have the wind in 
your face—these lures cast like a bullet, 
and practiced surf men could lay out 90 
to 100 yard casts with regularity. During 
the last three or four. years, however, 
particularly in the North Atlantic Coast 
area, the swing has been toward big 
wooden plugs, with the top-water popping 
variety being particularly popular. The 
plugs don’t cast as easily because of their 
larger surface and greater wind resistance 
and as most of them are under 3 oz. in 
weight. However, these plugs bring hard, 
smashing surface strikes that add to the 
fun of striper fishing, as against the un- 
der-water strike on the metal jigs. 

Many a good surf caster, and those 
seeking big stripers, particularly, use 
fresh bait. Whole squid, or cut pieces of 
squid, herring—whole or cut, mullet, 
crabs, and eels, head the list for best- 
taking striper baits. 


Depending on the — 


area, tidal currents, etc., these baits can | 


‘be fished on the bottom, or merely cast 


out and allowed to float and swing with 
the tide. 
bait that we momentarily disregarded, 
and one which is probably tops, is the 
sea worm. 

In surf fishing you have your best luck 
in the fast-moving tide rips where tidal 
streams enter the ocean or bay. When 
the surf is rough, stripers seem to be 
more active. As these are a schooling 
fish, when you take one, watch out for 
more. 

Trolling 


One of the favorable points in favor of 
striper fishing, both in the San Francisco 
Bay area, Coos Bay, Oregon, and along 
its Atlantic Coast range, is the fact that 
the striper is very much of an inshore 
fish, with the schools working not only in 
close to the surf, but also back into bays, 
harbors, inlets, tidal marshes and rivers. 
In the old days, striped bass were taken 
way back into Springfield, Massachusetts, 
in the Connecticut River, approximately 
100 miles up from the sea. This means 
that you can troll for stripers in the pro- 
tected tidal waters with a row boat or 
outboard, as well as fish for them in the 
open bay areas, or in the outer surf from 
a sturdy inboard boat. 

As a rule, the bigger stripers are found 
in the ocean waters, with the smaller 
school fish working back inland. Even

so, it is not uncommon to get 10 to 15-Ib.

which may be only 10 or 15 yards wide. 


Here, again, it is important to remember | 


that areas which are baré at low tide can | 
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become good trolling grounds on the high 
tide, when stripers work out of the chan- 
nels and follow the bait which is washed 
in with the tide up over the flats and bars. 

Trolling speed will vary according to 
the lure you use. You can row along 
easily, or set your motor at the lowest 
speed, if you are trolling that killing 
combination of a smooth-running spin- 
ner (June Bug, Northern, Montauk, or 
Cape Cod) with the trailing hook baited 
with one or two sea worms. You will 
step up your speed if you are using an 
eelskin pulled over an eel trolling rig, 
also when you are using a feather lure 
made more enticing with a sea worm, 
strip of pork rind, or squid strips. 

If I had to settle on two trolling lures 
only, I would take the spinner and worm 
combination and the eelskin. Troll slowly 
and steadily—no jerking of the rod—with 
the spinner and worm; troll fast and work 
the rod constantly with the eelskin rig. 


Fly and Bait Casting 


As I mentioned a few months ago, more 
and more fresh water anglers are finding 
they can really “do business” with striped 
bass with their regular fresh water bait 
casting rods, reels, lines and lures, or 
with their heavy fresh water bass fly rods. 
The minimum tackle for the latter should 
be 9 ft. 5% oz. fly rod, regular fly casting 
line to balance, 6 ft., 12 to 15-lb. test nylon 
monofilament leaders, and streamer and 
bucktail flies tied on No. 2 or 4 turned- 
down eye hook. Incidentally, the Harold

Atlantic Coast, Chesapeake Bay to

Gibbs, Frank Gibbs, and Palmer-Diller 
flies, and the Upperman popping bugs, 
have probably taken as many striped bass 
as any flies on the market. However, 
don’t for a minute overlook the Wapsi 
salt water flies. 

This lighter tackle will quite adequately 
handle stripers up to around the 15-lb. 
mark. However, expert Joe Brooks took 
a 29-lb. 6-oz. striper in Coos Bay, Oregon, 
on 7% oz. 9% ft. fly rod, Nylon GAF fly 
line, 12 lb. test nylon leader to set a 
world’s fly rod record for their species. 

One warning to striped bass fly fisher- 
men: be sure to have at least 125 yards 
of backing behind your fly line. Even on 
an 8 or 10-lb. fish, if you are in a run- 
ning tide, you may need every foot of it! 

As in most other kinds of fishing, there 
are two schools of thought among the 
striper anglers: one claims that night fish- 
ing is best; the other group prefers the 
daylight hours. Stripers are night feed- 
ers, there is no doubt about that, but, 
personally, we like to fish in the daytime, 
where we can see what’s going on—and 
particularly if we are fooling around in 
the boat in heavy tidal currents, rocky 
shorelines, or playing in that dangerous 
stretch of surf where you're trolling as 
close to the breakers on the beach as you 
dare. Also, we will mention—I believe 
it’s the third time, but it’s worthwhile— 
that tides are just as important as day- 
light or darkness. The best tides vary in 
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different areas and it is a good idea to get 
next to the local fishermen to learn the 
ropes on this one.

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Q.—I have read somewhere—a news- 
paper rod and gun column, I believe, 
that the Fishmaster is a real killer on 
mackerel. Is it true, and where ean I get 
this lure?—G.M. 


A.—You saw the story on the Fishmaster in 
Henry Moore’s Boston Herald Rod and 
Gun column, and it is true that this lure is 
as sure-fire on mackerel as any lure we 
know. In fact, one dealer was selling them 
with a “money back if you don’t catch 
mackerel” guarantee. This lure is built 
along the lines of the old and proven 
Devon spinner which is barred in English 
water because it is so deadly. The Fish- 
master version is of tough plastic and comes 
complete with leader and keel (necessary 
to control the spinning action of the lure 
and to keep your line from kinking) for 
only $1.75. If your local dealer cannot sup- 
ply, send to the Fishmaster Company, Hay- 
ward St., N. Quincy, Mass. The days when 
the old lead mackerel jig was “it” are gone. 
In addition to the Fishmaster we highly 
recommend Weezel Bait’s Medalminnow, 
Russelure’s small sizes, the Pequea Quilby 
Minnow (one with small spoon attached) 
and the fly-rod size Boyd Hayden Multiwag. 
They’re all tops not only for mackerel but 
for most any other small salt water game 
fish such as school stripers, bluefish, snook, 
pollack and weakfish.—O.R. 


Q.—What about nylon monofilament for 
leaders in salt water fishing for channel 


bass ?—B.S. 


A.—We’re for ’em, 100%. Only exception is 
where you may hit into sharp-toothed fish 
such as bluefish or barracuda, where steel 
(monel metal preferred) is a must. But 
even here you can still use those nylon 
covered stainless steel leaders called 
“Steelon” and put out by Berkley Fly Com- 
pany of Spirit Lake, Iowa.—O.R. 


Q.—wWhat’s the best way to scale fish? 
I seem to have a hard time of it.—D.H. 


A.—There’s more to scaling a fish than 
meets the eye, but here are the high spots 
which will help you. First, keep your fish 
moist from the time you catch them until 
you scale and clean them: best way I know 
is a wet burlap bag; keep it out of the 
sun; if a very hot day, moisten frequently. 
Scale the fish as soon as possible: once the 
scales dry, they come off hard. Use a regular 
fish scaler (there are several good ones ad- 
vertised) or a dull, stiff bladed knife. Of 


course, you scale from the tail toward the° 


head. Best scaler we know is a good old- 
fashioned currycomb, used in the horse 
and buggy days to keep a horse’s coat clean 
and shiny. Some one ought to make ’em 
again for fishermen and we’d bet they’d 
sell like hotcakes!—O.R. 


Q.—What’s the best way to hook on a 
blood worm when trolling for striped 


bass ?—O.H. 


A—Just once, through the head of the 
worm. Try to hook it again through the 
middle, and it’s apt to break off. If your 
worms are big, long ones, use a set of two 
single hooks, one rigged behind the other. 
The tail hook will pick up those short-strik- 
ing fish. Incidentally, we like any smooth- 
running spinner—Northern, Cape Cod, June 
Bug, Montauk, Robin’s Reef—ahead of a 
worm for stripers; but there are times when 
a single worm, rigged as above without 


O.—I have an 814-foot telescopic stee 
rod. What size line should I use on 
rod for fly casting ?—R.M. 


A.—Telescopic fly rods are usually very soft 
in action. That fact and the long distance 
between guides when the rod is exteuam 
in casting position makes it difficult to ca 
with them. A size D level line should wor 7 
out as well as any for you but don’t expect 
fly casting results with the telescoping steel 
rod to equal those of other rods with more 
power and a better guide alignment.—L.W. 


Q.—When fishing the Esopus between — 
Oliverea and Shandaken (N.Y.) late in- 
August last year, I had unusually hard 
luck with the dry fly. I could see good 
trout coming up under it but turning 
back fast without touching the fly. The 
water was exceedingly low and clear and © 
the sun seemed to shine brighter every © 
day. I used a fine leader but couldn’t 
make it sink no matter how hard I tried — 
or what preparations I used. In your 
.opinion, was the floating leader respon-— 
sible or the chain of adverse conditions — 
or both?—W.K. 


] 
A.—If your leader was fine enough, say 4x, _ 
it sounds to me as if the biggest problem : 
was in the floating leader and the shadow it — 
casts. ’'ve run into much the same condi- — 
tions in the same stretch of water. My solu- | 
tion is to use a sinking line. I cast well © 
above the fish, let the line sink a moment, - : 
and then give just enough pull on my rod — 
to pull the leader underwater right up to 
the fly without pulling the fly under. Tt 
may sound difficult but it’s quite simple to 
give just the right pull, and if you do make 
a mistake and sink your fly, you can let. | 


drift on down over the fish and pick it up 

again after it has passed him without siv-g 
ing him a fright. Another solution is to give © 
up the dry fly and use small nymphs which : 
you can sink by the same process if you still 
have floating leader trouble.—L.W. | 


Q.—I have been a bait caster in the past. 
Our local fish are panfish and bass. 
Would a fly rod be an appropriate — 
method of fishing for them, too?—J.B. 


A.—The fly rod would be appropriate for 
your fishing. Panfish on a fly rod will handle 
the small lures and flies for these small 
fish and will let them put up a good scrap. 
Bass on a fly rod are likely to be extremely 
exciting although I don’t believe the fly 
rod will take quite as many bass as can be 
taken on the short rod. Fly rods won’t cover 
quite as much water and are not very effec- 
tive in high winds. However, for your pur- 
pose I believe you'll find the fly rod a very 
useful tool.—L.W. 


Q.—I am contemplating buying a fly rod 
to use for both trout and bass. How do 
glass fibre, steel and bamboo rods com- 
pare? Which is stronger? Which has the 
better action?—R.S. 


A.—That’s the kind of question an editor 
should duck. Generally speaking, the glass 
fibre and steel rods are more durable and 
powerful than split bamboo but lack the 
fineness of action. Split bamboo is available 
in a great many more tapers and gives an 
angler a wider range from which to choose. — 
Steel and glass rods are limited to a few _ 
designs but the designs are good. Generally _ 
speaking again, the glass rods have a slower _ 
action than split bamboo or steel. If you 
find a rod that suits you in any of the 
three materials it can give good service. 
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There’s no substitute for quality in bait 
casting lines. That’s why thousands of 
smart anglers pick South Bend lines.

Q.—We are planning some Atlantic sale 
mon fishing this spring. How much backe 
ing and what test will we need to splice 
on to our fly lines?—S.S. 


A.—About 100 yards of backing is usually 
sufficient. Only the largest rivers will re- 
quire much more. The backing should be 
a little stronger than your leader. For nor- 
mal fishing a 10- to 1214-pound test is right. 
If you use heavy leaders then the backing 
should be proportionately heavier.—L.W. 


Q.—I’m heading up to Big Vermilion or 
Eagle Lake in Northwest Ontario next 
June or July. What strength bait casting 
line should I use for large muskies or 
northern pike? What clothing should I 


A.—A 20-pound test line should be just 
about right for your casting and should be 
strong enough to handle your muskies and 
pike. A heavier line will give you more 
security in playing a fish but won’t be as 
easy to cast and may not let you cover the 
water as easily. 

Take the sort of fishing clothing you’d 
use around Scranton in the middle of May 
and you'll be safe. You may find it very 
warm but I would be inclined to take light, 
windproof clothing and sweaters to build 
up warmth if it’s needed. Have one pair 
of warm woolen trousers for comfort in the 
wind or dampness.—L.W. 


Q.—What length and action bait casting 
rod would you suggest for smallmouth 
bass and channel cats? What test line 
should I use?—J.L. 


A.—A 5% foot medium or light action bait 
casting rod should be about right. A 9- or 
10-pound test line will give excellent dis- 
tance and accuracy and should be adequate 
for playing the fish—L.W. 


Q.—Last year I collected about 600 
night crawlers to take on my fishing trip 
and they were dead when I arrived. How 
can I keep them alive ?—-J.B. 


A—To keep night crawlers alive on a trip 
carry them in a sturdy box with holes in 
the bottom to drain off excess moisture. 
Place alternate layers of earth and grass 
or sphagnum moss in the box until it is 
nearly full. If the trip is for an extended 
period of time some cornmeal and evap- 
orated milk may be added in the lower 
layers for worm food. It is very important 
that all the worms be placed on top of the 
earth after the box is filled so that they can 
make their own holes and those unable to 
burrow should be discarded as they are 
too badly injured to survive and will only 
contaminate the others when they die. Earth 
should never be put on top of the worms 
as it will cause them to suffocate. Keep the 
worms in a well-ventilated place —L.W. 


Q.—I would like to know if blue pike 
would be good smoked. I have been mak- 
ing good catches and would like to find 
some way of smoking or otherwise pre- 
serving them.—J.L. 


A.—Blue pike (walleyes) smoke well. Make 
up a brine (dissolve pure salt in water) 
strong enough barely to float a potato. Add 
one ounce of pickling spice for each three 
gallons of brine. Clean and scale the fish, 
taking care to remove entirely the dark 
streak along the spine. Soak fish in brine 
for twenty-four to thirty-six hours, dry in 
airy or windy place for a few hours.

With the arrival of another season of fly 
fishing for trout, every angler should get 
one fact firmly implanted in his mind and 
never forget it: The size of the fly can be 
even more important than the particular 
pattern or color. 

The average angler starts out with a 
Size 14 fly because it floats well and it 
is easy to see. If the trout do not re- 
spond to it, he is likely to try another 
fly of a different pattern, but still in 
Size 14. If the second fly doesn’t produce 
action, he’ll likely try another. 

But the chances are he would have 
found the right fly a lot quicker if he 
had changed size instead of pattern. He 
might have tried a Size 16, and if that 
failed he could have turned to a Size 12. 
If both of those failed, then a change of 
patterns would be indicated. 

There is logical reasoning behind this 
suggestion. Trout that are in a feeding 
mood have a habit of rising to almost any 
fly that is cast to them, but nine times ' 
out of ten they will actually take the fly 
only if it is precisely the size they. want. 
Certainly you have had such an experi- 
ence at some time in your fishing career. | 


A Note on Sinkers = 
Sinkers should be avoided whenever pos- — 
sible, but if it is absolutely necessary to 
use them, keep this rule in mind: A sink- | 
er that is too heavy will become lodged 
on the bottom and hold the bait motion-— 
less. The sinker should be used only to — 
get the bait down deep enough in the 
water for the fish to see it, and a sinker 
never should interfere with the current 
in keeping the bait moving and rolling 
along. Also, many a biting fish has scur- | 
ried for cover when it felt the weight of — 
a heavy sinker. 


Styles in Fishing Boots 
There is plenty of room for argument 
about what style of fishing boots are the 
most convenient and comfortable. 

Some fishermen prefer boots, that fit 
snugly at the ankles. Some choose the 
type in which the angler can insert his 
foot, shoe and all. Some are satisfied with | 
ordinary ridged rubber soles and heels. 

But boots that are snug at the ankles. 
are hard to get off if the legs and feet. 
perspire and are difficult to dry out. Boots } 
big enough to wear shoes inside them are:

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Where to Go Trolling | 

Shallow water is not trolling water, for* 
several good reasons. 

In the first place, in trolling the boat 


plier a: 
re nay. it is a tough job to keep Porn 
snagging bottom and/or weeds when 
towing a lure through’ shallow water. 

_ Trolling is a good way to cover a lot 
of water, but that isn’t the main reason 
for using this method. Rather, a lure is 
trolled because then it will travel deeper 
in the water than it will in ordinary cast- 


ing. 
The Feather Minnow 


The feather minnow is a deadly lure for 
bass, and one that provides a maximum 
of thrills for the fisherman, particularly 
with a fly rod. 

The technique is to cast the lure to a 

likely bass hideout, then to retrieve it 
with short twitches of the rod, causing 
‘it to dart along near the surface of the 
water and to make a bit of a commotion. 
A good bit of strategy is to allow it to lie 
motionless on the surface of the water 
occasionally during the retrieve. That is 
the way a real minnow, if injured, would 
behave. 
- If the lure happens to alight on a broad 
leaf in a lily bed which harbors bass, 
you are a lucky fellow. Jiggle the lure 
a bit while it still is on the leaf, then 
with a sharp twitch of the rod jump it 
into the water and make it swim fran- 
tically for a foot or two. If there is a 
bass around, it will go into action. 

Incidentally, a cleverly worked feather 
minnow is a good lure for great northern 
pike in a quiet bay of a lake or river 
some evening when the sun is setting 
and the water is smooth as a mirror. 


Eddies Harbor Fish 


Ravery stream, no matter how large or 
‘how small, has-along its course many 
spots where a heavy riffle or a strong 
current slows down into a section of slack 
water. And every such spot is an excel- 
lent place to do some careful fishing. 

Stream currents carry food which 
either falls into them from the air or is 
‘dislodged from the bottom. Often the 
current may be so strong that fish avoid 
it, because it is difficult for them to 
maintain their positions in it while seek- 
ing food. 

But when the current meets slow wa- 
ter it loses its force, and natural food 
which it is carrying is easily obtained by 
trout and bass. 

For the same reason, the downstream 
side of a midstream rock or other ob- 
‘struction is a more likely spot to fish 
‘than is the swirling water on the up- 

stream side. 


The Wind Can Help You 


Wind that is blowing at a moderate rate 
can help you catch fish, even though you 
are inclined to dislike bucking a breeze 
in angling. 

In fishing a lake, a pond or a broad 
stream pool, a breeze that riffles the sur- 
face helps to conceal the line and leader 
‘from the fish. At the same time, a good 
breeze blows insects into the water, and 
‘that always whets the appetite of the 
f fish. 

One thing will help you to overcome 
the force of the wind, if it is not possible 
to fish with the breeze blowing against 
7C back. Keep ‘your casts low, as close

Bass in "Trout" Water 


The unthinking angler is likely to set 
his mind into a groove where he regards 
fast water as a special habitat for trout 
and.a big, deep, slow pool as a likely spot 
to fish for bass. 

The fact is that trout often are caught 
in quiet water and bass feed regularly 
in swift water, even stream riffles. 

In the big pools, heavy riffles at the 
heads and the flats at the tails, as well 
as speeded-up currents along the shores, 
are likely to harbor trout. In fast water, 
bass frequent pockets in riffles, the foot 
of a rapid, and also swift porous along 
rocky shores. 

These facts are of special eine to fish- 
ermen who frequent streams in which 
both trout and bass live. 


Dry Fly Handicap 
Dry fly fishermen enjoy their sport under 
a real handicap, because fish obtain a far 
larger proportion of their food under the 
surface of the water than on the surface. 

For every insect floating on top of the 
water there are scores moving or drift- 
ing under the surface. Only rarely does 
a minnow float high, and then because 
it has been injured. 

Therefore, it is a good rule to use dry 
flies if there is a natural hatch of insects 
that will spur fish to surface feeding, but 
otherwise to use wet flies, streamers, and 
other types of sunken lures (or live bait) 
when there is no evidence of surface 
activity. 

Standard Brand Plugs 


It pays to buy good, standard, adver- 
tised brands of plugs. Bargain rate imi- 
tations of the real lures aren’t worth 
even the few cents they cost. 

A reputable manufacturer subjects his 
lures to severe and honest tests before 
they are put on the market. He knows 
they will catch fish if they are used prop- 
erly. The price on them is fair. Their 
shape and their action attract fish. The 
cheap imitations lack these qualities. 

By no means, however, hesitate to try 
new plugs which are offered for sale. 
The best and most popular plugs on the 
market today had to fight for their place 
in the tackle box. 


Perils of Long Line 


Casting a fly rod lure with an extra long 
line is a perilous venture—and one which 
the beginner at fly fishing should avoid. 

The long line is quite apt to get out of 
control—and. when it does the lure in- 
variably slaps down on the surface of the 
water at almost any spot except the one 
at which the fisherman is aiming. And 
one sloppy cast of this kind can ruin the 
fishing in an entire pool. 

Accuracy, rather than distance, should 
be the goal. 

With a careful approach, delicate han- 
dling of the tackle, and accurate casting, 
a fisherman can keep his casts within 
30 or 40 feet all day long and take his 
full share of fish.

‘op reversed it so that the loops pointed 
back toward the line instead of away 
from it. He equipped his flies with short, 
- extra-heavy snells, freshly tied before 
each use. His rod was a big one, nine 
feet long and husky, and his line was 
--untapered and heavy. Early in his ex- 
perience with these flies he learned that 
_ light tackle had no place in bucktail 
_ fishing. 

When Scripture used this outfit, he 
confined his attention to big water ex- 
clusively. He was after big fish and, natu- 
rally, he fished where the big fish lived. 
He spent little time in the pools and the 
smooth-water runs. Instead, he fished 
white water in streams where white wa- 
ter was deep enough to hold large trout. 
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on on the waters of the northern™

His method consisted of casting across 
and down. When the flies—the #1 Buck- 
tail as the tail fly and the #2 Bucktail 
as the dropper—struck the water, he 
would lower his rod tip and, with his 
left hand, jerk the line back sharply 
through the guides two or three feet. 
Then he would allow the force of the 
current to take the line out again while 
the flies drifted. As soon as the line was 
taut he would repeat the process. 

You will recall my telling you that the 
leader was reversed when it was fas- 
tened to the line so that the dropper 
loops pointed back toward the line. When 
the #2 Bucktail was looped in as a drop- 
per the whole assembly slanted back

toward the line instead of away from it 
as is customary in a wet-fly rig. Thus, 
when the line was jerked back through 
the guides, the #2 Bucktail, with its 
short, heavy snell, proceeded through the 
water in rather erratic fashion. Scripture 
tells me that the majority of his large 
trout were taken on the dropper fly. 
Here and there about the country are 
men who have adopted the Scripture 
method but these are the exception rath- 
er than the rule among the bucktail 
fishermen. In my regular occupation as 
an outdoor writer, it quite naturally fol- 
lows that I see a great many anglers in 
action. By the same token, I spend a 
good deal of time in the tackle stores and 
I watch what men buy. Bucktails, the 
“real McCoy” in bucktails, are not easy 
to find at the tackle shops. Mostly they 
are panty-waist affairs, tied sparsely on 
long-shanked #6 hooks. Streamer flies, 


Seripture’s rig, with the loop pointing back towards the line 
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really, not bucktails. A good honest buck- 
tail is tied on a #1 or a #2 hook, regu- — 
lar shank, and the dressing is bushy 
with a fat, tinsel or tinsel-ribbed body. 

Ninety-nine out of a hundred fisher- 
men fish the bucktail ineffectively. To be 
sure, they catch a fish now and then but 
they could catch more and larger fish i 
they used the jerk-strip method. 

Then, too, most of them confuse buck 
tail fishing with streamer fishing which, , 
of course, is a mistake. Bucktail fishing, — 
if done properly, is rough, rugged busi- — 
ness, but it does produce hair-raising re- 
sults now and then. 

I have a friend who is a confirmed 
bucktail fisherman. He learned th 


: 
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“tricks of the trade” years ago from none 
other than Bill Scripture himself and 
since then he has added some tricks of 
his own. He is one of the few fishermen | 
I know who literally does not mind tak 
ing a ducking in a trout stream. As 
matter of fact, he expects to take a spill 
or two every day he goes bucktail fish= 
ing and he dresses for it. It is his con-= 
viction that if he can fish directly” up-_ 
stream from a large trout he is more apt 
to hook him than if he fishes from the 
side. Thus, he spends his days fighting ' 
white-water rapids that I would hesitate | 
to step into, much less wade. When, in 
evitably, he is upset, he scrambles ashore, 
hangs his wet clothes on the bushes, p iS 
on the dry set that he carries in the c 
and goes back at it again. ro Al 
Admittedly, he is an extremist, but the 
trout he brings home surely j ee 
treme measures. When he | 
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favorite stream in the condition he pre- 
fers for bucktail fishing—somewhat above 
normal level and flowing strong—a cou- 
ple of four pounders constitute only an 
average day, nothing to get excited about. 

It must be remembered that big trout 
are not gentle. When they strike, they 
hit the lure all in a lump and unless the 
tackle is big and tough, something is 
bound to let go. 

As I mentioned earlier, streamer fish- 
ing is not to be confused with bucktail 
fishing. While both methods employ a 
lure that gives the impression of an in- 
jured minnow, they do it differently. 

Streamer flies for trout were developed 
by Edward R. Hewitt on his stretch of 
the Neversink River of New York State 
in 1928 and 1929. Prior to that time we 
did have streamers of sorts, such as the 
Rooster’s Regret, but these really were 
bass lures and not primarily intended 
for trout. 

Hewitt owns about four and a half 
miles of the Neversink River. Each year 
he stocks his waters liberally with large 
trout—brown, rainbow and brook—and 
he has an ideal proving ground in which 
to try out new ideas. 

His: first streamer flies were tied on 
#12 hooks with regular shanks, the sort 
that are normally used for conventional 
wet or dry flies. These hooks were dressed 
with red silk bodies, ribbed with tinsel, 
and medium ginger hackles and tails. 
The wings were about three inches long, 
composed of two barred-rock hackles. 
For this job, saddle hackles are prefer- 
able because they have more wiggle to 
them than neck hackles. 

Hewitt fished these flies with long 
leaders, tapered to 3x or 4x. His rod was 
light, with a soft tip, as a heavier, faster 
rod was apt to cause leader fracture. 

The flies were fished with a fairly short 
line and the rod tip was held high. He 
would spot-cast a streamer into a likely 
pocket in a riffle. Then he would manipu- 
late the rod tip so that the streamer would 
wiggle and squirm its erratic way across 
the pocket. That was the reason for the 
fine leader point. With an 0x or a 1x 
leader point a streamer of this sort has 
little action because the leader is too 
stiff. With the fine leader point, the fly 
is free to move as it will and it can be 
played much more effectively. 

I have watched him use this method 
and I have used it myself and I can give 
you my unqualified assurance that it pro- 
duces surprising results. Big trout, as 
you know, have a facility for finding 
comfortable homes in rather barren- 
looking riffles. If you will take the trou- 
ble to explore these riffles thoroughly, 
using Hewitt’s streamer method, you are 
probably due for some excitement. The 
fish usually strike from the side and al- 
most always they hit the head of the fly. 
With the little regular-shank #12 hook 
you will miss very few strikes. 

As with bucktails, most fishermen do 
not fish streamers properly. The great 
majority use leaders that are too heavy 
and they are content merely to cast out 
their streamers and then drag them in 
again with little or no action. 

_ Most of the commercial streamers today 
are tied on #6 or #8 hooks having 3x- 
or 4x-long shanks. To fish these effective- 
ly it is best to use fairly light, tapered

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leaders. If: possible, allow the streamer 
to sink well below the surface before 
starting the retrieve. Perhaps the most 
effective method is this — cast your 
streamer well out, directly across the 
current. Allow it to sink for a second or 
two. Lower the rod until it is about 
parallel to the surface of the water. Then 
make the retrieve by laying the line 
across one of the fingers of the casting 
hand and stripping in with short, well- 
spaced jerks, not more than a foot at a 
time. This brings the streamer through 
the water in a series of short dashes and 
stops, and for some reason the method 
seems to be more attractive to the trout 
than if the fly is retrieved less erratically. 
When lake fishing, too much emphasis 
can not be placed upon the importance 
of fishing slowly and well down near the 
bottom. Unless the fish are actually show- 
ing at the surface, I always try to have 
my streamer fairly close to the bottom 
before I start the retrieve. = 
Some years ago, when I was visiting 
in Toronto, I was invited to fish a private 
pond that was liberally stocked with 


large brook trout. When we reached the, 


pond, the trout were dimpling all over 
the pond, so I suggested to my boat com- 
panion that we try to find the dry fly 
that would take these rising fish. He 
agreed and we went to work. 

Never have I seen such. fussy trout. We 
tried dozens of patterns to no avail. Then 
a thunder storm put a sudden and defi- 
nite end to our research and we came 
back to town without a single fish. 

The following summer I journeyed 
again to Toronto and once more I was 
invited to fish that pond. The invitation 
was issued with the expressed hope that 
I “do better than last year.” Several times 
that morning I encountered similar re- 
marks, most of them having to do with 
my seeking “revenge” on those trout. 
Evidently my fishless day of the previous 
summer was no secret. 

My host was in the boat with me that

day and I asked him at the start ho 
many trout he wanted. 

“Kill all you can catch,” he said. “There 
are too many trout.in the pond anyway.” 

This time I let the dry flies stay in the 
kit and I rigged my tackle for streamer 
fishing. By fishing well down near the 
bottom, sometimes as deep as fifteen or 
twenty feet, I had eight fine trout laid 
across the floor of the boat in front of 
my host in less than half an hour. Then 
I relented. 

“Surely,” I said, “you don’t want me 
to kill any more trout.” 

He scratched his head and regarded 
the row of trout before him. “Well,” he 
replied, “that does seem like an awful 
lot of dead fish.” 

From then on I released what I caught. 
When, at last, another thunder storm

drove us off the water, I had taken:

lips For Streamside 


EVER HAVE THE EXPERIENCE of 
breaking a rod while along some stream, 
miles from the nearest town? Unless a 
‘Spare rod is back at the cabin or car, 
chances are the entire outing can be 
‘ruined unless you are able to make quick 
“emergency repairs. There is one ounce 
of precaution which can be taken to 
‘guard against such an occurrence, and 
‘the broken or disabled rod can be re- 
turned to a usable condition in a matter 
of minutes. 

Bamboo rods, especially, are delicate 
instruments and can be damaged in nu- 
merous ways even though the utmost 
care is given them. For this type rod it 
is usually damaged in five different. ways. 
Carrying a small repair kit will enable 
you to take care of these mishaps and 
any others that might occur. 

One of the most frequent accidents to 
the rod is the breaking of one of the 
sections at the ferrule. Second, some of 
the guides may be lost or torn off. The 
third most frequent accident is that of 
tearing off and losing the tip-top or end 
guide. Fourth; the reel seat may become 
loose to the extent that it is annoying 
when making long casts. Number five, the 
most disasterous of all, the rod section 
may splinter or break in two. 

Even though the angler may handle the 
rod expertly, and guard against any 
possible damage, mishaps do occur. It 
may have been caused by a large crafty 
salmon or bronzeback struggling vi- 
olently just when the angler is not in a 
position to play the heavy fish properly 
on the light weight rod. The sudden 
splurge of energy by the fish may break 
the rod or splinter one of the sections. 
Being capable of repairing this will save 
the day and the outing can be continued 
in short time. 

A splintered or broken section may 
sound as though the rod is worthless and 
especially impossible to repair along the 
stream. Such is not the case. A splint 
added to the damaged area will brace it 
well enough so that you can continue 
angling and that is the important thing, 
to get the rod back in service with the 
minimum amount of delay and still have 
it usable.

your tackle. Gather together a few guides, 
safety pins, ferrule cement, waterproof 
matches, thread, clear nail lacquer, a 
razor blade, pair of long nosed pliers, and 
possibly a few paper clips. With the 
exception of the pliers, all this material 
can be enclosed in a small shirt pocket 
size clear plastic box. And as for its 
added weight, it can never be detected 
in the fishing vest or tackle box. You 


‘may be fortunate and never require the 


services of such a kit, but if the time 
arises that it is needed, it is needed the 
worst kind of way. 

Should an “over-size” fish break the 
rod’s tip, simply wade ashore and after 
you have overcome the feeling of despair 
for losing that beautiful trophy, reach 
out for the nearest limb or branch and 
cut a section somewhat longer than the 
damaged area. Shave the one side of the 
limb flat with the aid of a razor blade 
or knife, place next to the break on the 
opposite side of the guides (the back- 
bone section of the rod) and bind the 
splint tightly against the rod section with 
thread included in the repair kit. 

If you have forgotten the kit this par- 
ticular day and do not have the thread, 
pull the shirt tail out and from its seam, 
extract a thread, or use a piece of 
leader material or fishing line to bind 
the splint and damaged rod section to- 
gether. In only a few minutes you can 
wade back into the stream and resume 
casting, for a splint of this type actually 
makes the rod section stronger than it 
was originally! The action of the rod may 
be somewhat different, however, this 
small factor can be overlooked, for you 
can still continue casting over those 
feeding trout.

rod section. If no ferrule cement is at: 
hand, place string across the end of the: 
rod, allow it to extend down over the: 
sides and push the ferrule on over this.. 
This will cause it to fit more tightly. One: 
word of caution about this, by all means : 
put the fire out before wading back into» 
the stream to resume angling. 

Occasionally the rod section may break : 
in half caused by the angler falling, or’ 
ramming the rod into a tree as he is walk- : 
ing through the woodlands. Repair this: 
mishap simply by placing the two ends | 
of the rod section together so that they 
overlap one another about three to four’ 
inches. Then bind them together with 
leader material, thread, or fishing line. A 
rod in this condition can still land a. 
large crafty trout! 

Tearing off the guides is not a rare: 
accident especially if the original wrap- 
pings are frayed and rather old. If only 
one guide is lost, you probably can con-. 
tinue fishing, however the loss of wiom| 
than one will make it difficult to cast.

_ If the reel seat becomes loose, simply 
cut a splinter of wood, place it along 
the bamboo and slide the reel seat back 
on over bamboo and splint. This will 
make it tight enough so that you can 
continue fishing. 
_ As can now be seen, anyone of these 
accidents can be repaired quickly and 
efficiently, and the day’s angling can 
continue without the need for returning 
to the car or cabin for another rod.

By all means, carry this small kit 
among your tackle so that any damaged 
rod can be repaired. You will never be 
able to detect the added weight of this 
kit when among your tackle and it may 
become one of the best friends which 
could come to your aid on those times 
when the favorite rod is damaged. END 


Too Much Glitter! 
It is Possible 


It actually is possible for a trolling or 
casting spoon to be too glossy and to glit- 
ter too much so that the fish suspect it is 
artificial. 

The remedy for such a condition is sim- 
ple. Use a piece of emery paper or a bit 
of very fine sandpaper to take off the high 
gloss and to give the lure a satiny finish. 
The same process, incidentally, can be 
used on spinners.

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Walleyes! 


FEED ’EM OR INTRIGUE 'EM 


By Art Mercier 


It was the second of June. The sun 
peeked through the leaden clouds only 
occasionally and snow hissed into the 
water. We’d been fishing for walleyes and 
muskies with satisfying results for the 
past few days, but the sudden barometer 
drop and unseasonable weather had put 
the fish belly on the bottom. However, 
they remained in fairly shallow water. 

Our guide was casting a small, sink- 
ing plug and reeling it back to the boat 


as though there was a time limit on each’ 


retrieve. Cast and reel like mad was 
his formula. But it wasn’t working. The 
walleyes wanted a slow working lure 
more than ever that day and we ended a 
three-hour session of casting with six 
walleyes for my fishing partner and I, 
none for the guide. 

Warming up back at the cabin we 
started discussing the merits of various 
lures and methods for fishing them. It 
developed, as I had suspicioned, that our 
guide, who knew his water and usually 
produced results for his clients, was 
purely and simply a live bait man. He 


seldom fished with an artificial and had 
only used one this particular day because 
that was our method of fishing. His live 
bait—minnow, frog or worms—was fished 
with just enough speed to keep the bait 
off the bottom, he told us. Why, then, 
when he used the plug did he speed it 
through the water in a manner certain to 
give the lure the appearance of nothing 
seen on this earth, is a question I didn’t 
ask him. 

There are some conditions which re- 
quire a lure to be worked at top speed, 
but they happen so seldom as to be 
hardly worth mentioning. Yet, if you 
take the time to watch other casters 
whom you meet on the water in a day’s 
fishing, the ones who whip out the plug 
or spoon and reel it immediately back to 
the boat are far in the majority. Our 
guide presented a case in point. He’d 
fished these waters successfully for years 
by working live bait very slowly, but the 
moment he snapped an artificial to the 
line he seemed to be imbued with the 
idea of casting and reeling as though the 
devil were standing over him with a 
whip ready for a lashing.

Let’s examine this matter of bait, J 
live and artificial. The fish probably 
come to either type for one of two rea- 
sons, or a combination of both. Those 
impelling factors are food and curiosity, 
If you can make a lure resemble some- 
thing the fish will react to as food, and 
if you retrieve in a manner to give that 
food the appearance of being very logy 
or injured and easy of capture, you have 
set the stage for a strike. To be specific, 
let’s take the three broad classifications 
of bait casting lures—sinking, sink-on- 
retrieve and floating. The old formula 
went something like this: Start the re- 
trieve as soon as the bait strikes the 
water. Let’s scrap that bit of advice and 
start all over, taking it fish by fish. 


Walleye Likes Slow Bait 


Of all fresh water game fish the walleye 
probably ranks first as the taker of slow 
moving baits. Live or artificial bait must 
“loaf along” at a snail’s pace. True, vary- 
ing the retrieve sometimes will cause this 
prize table fish to rush in to strike. But 
on the whole, the prime prerequisite \to 
successful walleye fishing is to reel slowly. 

In most waters the taking of walleyes 
is most easily realized from the opening 
of the season, usually about the middle 
of May, until the middle of June. At 
this early season the walleye may he 
found in fairly shallow water, say three 
to twelve feet, and he is a most ready 
taker. Try the shallow bays with good 
weed cover and particularly in a location 
which has a stream entry. Here in the 
early season the walleye really comes 
into his own as a game fish. Small sink= 
ing and sink-on-retrieve plugs do well, : 
and combined with the small spoon pro- 
vide a killing combination. Run your 
boat into the wind across the bay and ° 
turn the boat broadside, drifting back 
with the wind. Casting in the same di- 
rection will give you ease of casting and 
complete control over plug speed. The 
small sinking plug should be cast well 
out, allowed to sink to a depth which will 
just clear the weeds or other cover 
(depth may be predetermined by a few 
test casts) and the retrieve should never 
be hurried. Reel slowly, pause, pick up — 
the retrieve again with a few brisk turns 
of the reel handle, and then allow the 
plug to rest again. Repeat the entire 
process over and over. The result will be 
a very erratic though slowly moving lure. 
The variation in retrieve will cause the 
plug to waver in the water and settle 
and waver. 

All this apparently presents a very 
seductive picture to Mr. Walleye. The 
sink-on-retrieve plug may be used in the 
same manner. Small and medium spoons 
work well too. Use the same pause-and- 
reel routine with a spoon and note the 
enticing waver as the spoon sinks slowly 
when reeling is stopped and started. Use 
these retrieves in fishing ‘for the early 
season walleye and remember s-l-o-w-l-y 
does it. 

As the water warms and summer ad- 
vances, the walleye moves out to deeper 
water and becomes more of a problem, 
though he may be taken at this time by | 
the artificial man. Locate the warm 
weather hang-out of walleyes, anchor the 
boat off the hole and make long casts 
allowing the lure or bait to sink nearly to. 
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/the bottom. Here, too, the testing of the 
) depth with a test cast or two is mighty 
‘important. And use the erratic reeling 
“speed again. I have found that the spoon 
will account for many walleyes in deeper 
water if it is cast out, allowed to sink to 
‘the very bottom and brought back to the 
‘boat with a series of jerks, allowing 
! plenty of time for the spoon to sink with 
frequent pauses. This “jigging” will bring 
» out many an old lunker who probably is 
* intrigued with the flutter and waver. 
How many thousands of fishermen in- 
» vade the lake country each season nurs- 
' ing in the back of their collective mind 
the fond hope that they may tangle with 
gust one musky, I don’t know for certain, 
_ but I'll wager that every fresh water man 
' at some time or other stalks old Snaggle 
Tooth. The musky is a wonderful fish, 
- but let’s not sell his cousin the northern 
' pike short. These fish are found so often 
'in the same water and have many habits 
»so similar that I’d like to cover them 
‘both together in this piece on retrieve. 
| The best time for both these fish is, of 
- course, in the spring and early summer. 
’ Then, over shallow weed beds and bars 
/ in bays and even along shorelines which 
: boast some cover, you may expect to raise 
‘ either pike or musky. 
Spoons for Northerns 
> I favor the bright spoon for day-in- 
| and-day-out fishing in this early season. 
| The fish are abroad and feeding heavily. 
_ The spoon should be worked as erratically 
as possible. Cast out, allow the lure to 
sink briefly, then with a quick lift of the 
- rod tip sweep the spoon up and forward 
reeling rather fast for a few turns. Then 
drop the rod tip and stop reeling allowing 
the spoon to drop back in the water. 
Reel and stop, reel and stop, using the 
rod tip heavily and you’ve got a wildly 
darting and flashing lure which any 
northern or musky will find hard to leave 
alone. 

And don’t be in a hurry to cover a lot 
of territory. Work these two methods of 
retrieve over the same water. These 
Esox cousins sometimes take a little coax- 
ing and the picture of the same lure 
flipping along and falling back or coast- 
ing along slowly presents an intriguing, 
exciting come-on to northern and musky. 

The sink-on-retrieve plug may be used 
successfully as above, as also may the old 
fashioned spinning spoon. The medium 
and small sinking plugs I have found to 
be most effective when fished as for wall- 
eye, allowed to sink and then reeled for- 
ward for a few feet and allowed to sink 
again with a medium or slow reel speed. 

I'd like to say a word here concerning 
one of the most killing lures a man can 
use for musky and northerns. Why this 
lure is not more generally used I cannot 
say, but it’s really hot. I mean the sur- 
face plug. Cast out, allow the plug to 
rest on the water for a few seconds and 
then, in a series of reel and jerk, work 
the plug back to the boat. The more 
commotion raised- the better. Here, too, 
you can use a contrast retrieve. Over 
the same water try a cast or two brought 
back to the rod with a slow steady reel 
speed. Brother,—you’ll raise them if 
they’re in any mood at all. As I said in 
the beginning, let’s feed ’em or intrigue 
’em. Give ’em what they want or think 


they want and you’ve got ’em. THE END

PARADOXICAL AS IT MAY SEEM, the advent of 
aluminum foil for wrapping frozen foods for the 
refrigerator and the deepfreeze now enables the 
hunter, fisherman, camper or wilderness traveler to 
carry a “hot” meal with him in his hip pocket. And 
even if the weather is warm, as on a summer fishing 
trip, a hot lunch certainly is more inviting than a cold 
sandwich. 5 

Here’s the menu: 2 hamburgers, a roll or bun, 2. 
slabs of cheese, 2 hands full of dried fruit, hot tea 
and chocolate (Picture 1). Of course the menu can 
be varied to suit an individual’s taste for a warm, 
noonday snack. 

All this can be compressed into a waterproof 
package (Picture 2)—convenient to carry in a pocket. 
The aluminum foil serves as wrapper, frying pan, 
teapot, plate and cup. Since fingers were made > 
before spoons, knives and forks, no additional utensils 
are necessary (Pictures 3 and 4). 

Aluminum foil can be bought in 50-foot rolls 18 
inches wide for about $1.25 a roll. There are two 
gauges—light and heavy: The heavy is recommended 
for this purpose as it is stiffer and holds the shape 
better when molded into a cup or frying pan.

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The muskellunge still is a prize possession for fishermen 
but the musky no longer rules supreme with the northern 
pike now in the driver’s seat over much the north 
country. And why not... when you can get northerns to 
cut up and fight with all the fury of the musky as shown 
by the excellent picture of a northern breaking water 


Some fishermen still are inclined to frown on the 
northern ... but those who have tangled with him 
in cold water lakes know differently 


HERE IN THE MANTRAP VALLEY of 
Minnesota where the musky once was 
King, a close relative has taken over. Oh, 
a few of the royal blood are still around, 
but no longer do they rule the roost. The 
usurper, a rough, tough dictator, ready to 
fight at the drop of a lure, is the north- 
ern pike, a battler from away back, back 
indeed to Ike Walton’s day, when he was 
known as the great pike, and long, long 
before that. 

Conrad Johnson of Minneapolis and Al 
Heckman of St. Paul probably are the 
champion pike fishermen of the Mantrap 
Chain. They fish here on and off all dur- 
ing the season and, with the possible ex- 
ception of some of the guides, probably 
take more keepers year in and year out 
than any other fishermen. They have 
mapped in their minds the highly irreg- 
ular lake bottoms, and they know every 
submerged weed bed where the pike like 
to hide in wait for smaller fish. Without 
such knowledge, especially on big water, 
the service of a guide generally pays di- 
vidends until a newcomer has learned to 
find his way around. 

On this particular trip, in mid-July, 
the fish had not yet succumbed to the 
lethargy that seems to come over them a 
little later in the season. On the other 
hand, they were more circumspect than 


they had been early in the season and 
more fishing skill was required to induce 
them to hit. Too, the warming water had 
sent them down a little deeper where 
shallow-running lures were no longer 
effective. 

Conrad’s all-time favorite lure is a 
fluted, revolving spoon with a red-and-~ 
white feathered gang in the No. 5 size. 
But he isn’t wedded to it. Both fisher- 
men switch around often until they find 
lures attractive to the pike. Often wob- 
bling spoons are good, sometimes with 
porkrind, sometimes without. Plugs have 
their place in the tackle boxes, too; 
underwater plugs predominate, with 
scaled finishes much in evidence. 

Now in mid-season Conrad says about 
the lures, “Let ’em go down and fish ’em 
slow.” 

This day Al hooked the first fish on a 
slow-wobbling bronze spoon with blood- 
red eyes. Conrad did best with a rub- 
ber-skirted wiggler; the weed guard 
thereon permitted him to fish deeper in 
the weeds where Al, with his unprotected 
spoon, would have been in trouble. 

All fish were returned to the water 
except a 12-pounder that Conrad netted 
for Al. This one, cooked to a turn by the 
camp chef the next noon, tasted every 
bit as good as walleye.

THE CONNECTICUT RIVER flows out of Lake Connecticut in 
northern New Hampshire, forms the boundary between Vermont 
and New Hampshire, crosses both Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
and empties into Long Island Sound. In past generations both 
salmon and shad were plentiful in the Connecticut, but shad were 
generally despised by the early settlers. One early account says: 
“The shad, which were numerous, were despised and rejected by 
a large portion of the English for nearly one hundred years. It 
was disereditable for those who had a competency to eat shad.” 
Other accounts show that early fishermen took salmon from their 
nets and often returned shad to the stream. Still another account 
shows that a buyer, in purchasing a barrel of salmon, had to 
purchase two barrels of shad; but by 1880 the salmon fishery 
was practically extinct, and the shad increased in importance. 

Reports of the sale of shad date back thirty years before the 
Revolution. The fish were taken in haul-seines and scoop-nets 
at the falls, and in gill-nets and pound-nets at the river mouth 
in Long Island Sound. They were hauled away by horse-cart 
loads and sold for as little as a penny apiece. 

Sport fishing for shad seems to be a relatively recent innova- 
tion, however, and Connecticut anglers who have tried it

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‘find it far from discreditable to fish for 
these silvery migrants. At Enfield Dam on 
the Suffield side of the river, the Con- 
necticut State Board of Fisheries and 
Game leases some of the finest shad fish- 
ing grounds from the Connecticut Power 
and Light Company. Three fisheries and 
game patrolmen are on duty at the dam 
to issue permits, check the number of fish 
caught, and take scales from a certain 
percentage of the catch for further study. 
Weekends and holidays during the open 
season find as many as fifty or more fish- 
ermen waiting on hand for the opening 
: 


hour of nine o’clock: 

No fishing is allowed from the dam itself 
at Enfield, but in the eddy formed behind 
the abutment of the dam and in the swift 
water down to about two thousand feet 
below are favorite hot spots. Fishermen 
line up shoulder to shoulder along the 
shore below the abutment, but further 
downstream, in the fast water, there is 
usually more elbow room. 

The most popular type of tackle is a 
heavy, steel bait casting rod, levelwind 
casting reel, and twelve to fifteen pound 
test line. Pinch-on leads are used for 
casting weights at the end of the line. The 
terminal tackle consists of a short leader, 
about a foot and a half to two feet of 
ten to twelve pound test nylon. A variety 
of lures is used; however, the most suc- 
cessful seems to be a tinsel-bodied wet 

| fly with either red or yellow wings, and 
with two or three red or yellow beads 
threaded on the leader in front of the 
fly. Many old-timers take their fish on a 


bare silvered hook, with only the colored 
beads in front. 

This rather heavy tackle is quite im- 
portant for fishing in the line-up imme- 
diately below the dam, since light tackle 
would simply hold up other anglers from 
their fishing. Further downstream, how= 
ever, spinning tackle is becoming in- 
creasingly popular, and a four to six 
pound shad taken on spinning rod and 
thread line in swift water is nearly the 
ultimate in light tackle sport. 

A few fishermen have tried fly rods, 
but this type of tackle is at a definite 
disadvantage. At the abutment there is 
no room for a back cast, the heavy line 
produces too much drag and the com- 
bination of heavy fish and swift water 
soon makes a limp buggy whip of all but 
the stiffest of fly rods. But whatever the 
tackle, the procedure is nearly the same: 
the cast is made cross-current, the lure 
allowed to swing downstream. Weights 
are adjusted both for casting ease and for 
making the fly sink near bottom. The bot- 
tom is rock-strewn, and of course the 
mortality rate on terminal tackle is 
heavy. The strike generally comes as the 
cast completes its swing, and when it 
comes there is no mistaking it. 

The legal season for shad angling in 
Connecticut begins the third Saturday in 
April and ends July 4th. The run of fish 
generally starts the third week in April, 
hits a peak during the last two weeks in 
May or the first week in June. Early fish 
are generally smaller bucks, the larger 
roes waiting for warmer water.

Crossing Canadian 


Border Is Easy 


By H. G. Tapply 


“The first time I entered Canada, many 
years ago, I approached the immigration 
office with halting step. Now, I thought, 
it comes. Why are you bringing a shotgun 
and ammunition, stranger? Your bird dog, 
has it been inoculated against rabies, dis- 
temper? Does it have heartworms? You 
must pay a deposit on this, duty on that. 
Your passport, please. Step out while we 
inspect your car.... 

But it wasn’t like that at all. Crossing 
the border, I’ve found, is almost as simple 
as passing from your native state to a 
neighboring one. How many of us, I won- 
der, appreciate the ease with which we 
can enter Canada for the purpose of 
catching her fish and shooting her game? 

One question most Canada-bound vaca-= 
tionists ask is: “How much can I buy in 
Canada and bring back without paying 
duty?” Formerly, a hundred dollars’ 
worth, but now the exemption has been 

raised to $200 for tourists who have re- 

mained in Canada at least 48 hours. This 
exemption is allowable once in any 31- 
day period. Besides this exemption, an 
-allowance for additional articles up to 
$300 value is permitted those returning 
to the United States after a visit of not 
less than 12 days. The first $100 exemption 
may include tobacco, foodstuff, and not 
more than one “wine gallon” of liquor; 
the additional exemption of $300 does not 
include those items. The extra $300 ex- 
emption, incidentally, is allowable not 
more than once every six months. 

Most visitors to Canada want to know 
what their money is worth on the other 
side of the border. Owing to the recent 
devaluation of the Canadian dollar, the 
exchange rate is now $1.10 Canadian per 
United States dollar. You may exchange 
your money into Canadian currency at 
that rate if you wish, but Canadians will 
gladly accept your money, and they are 
required by law to give you the benefit of 
the exchange rate. 

Another question the first-timer always 
asks is whether he must have a passport 
to enter Canada. The answer is no. How- 
ever, he should have identification papers 
of some kind—a birth certificate, driver’s 
license, any document that will prove he’s 
he. Naturalized United States citizens 
should be prepared to present their cer- 
tificates of naturalization, though, and 
‘United States residents who are not citi- 
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zens will probably be asked to show proof 
of their legal entry into the U.S. 

As for your car, you can drive it across 
the border and use it for as long as six 
months without paying either duty or 
even a deposit. The customs official will 
issue you a permit without charge, and 
each province permits you to drive on 
your state driver’s license, although the 
period varies in the different provinces. 

You'll have no trouble bringing fire- 
arms infto Canada for your hunting trip. 
Canada requires you to have a weapons 
permit, Form 76B, which you can. obtain 
after entering Canada. However, you can 
save time by applying in advance to the 


province where you plan to hunt. Address 
your letter to the Provincial Police of 
Victoria, B.C.; Toronto, Ont. or Montreal, 
Que. or, in the other provinces, to The 
Officer Commanding, R. C. M. Police, at 
Edmonton, Alta.; Regina, Sask.; Winnipeg, 
Man.; Halifax, N.S.; Fredericton, N.B. or 
Charlottetown, P.E.I. 

With your sporting firearms, Canada 
allows you to bring in 50 rounds of am- 
munition free of duty or deposit. Addi- 
tional quantities of ammunition are duti- 
able, however. Bringing in a pistol or 
revolver isn’t so simple, though. You will 
need a special permit for your handguns, 
and for each such weapon you must make 
a cash deposit equal to the amount of the 
duty and tax. Frankly, it isn’t worth it. 

Don’t hesitate to bring your bird dog if 
you are heading for Canada to hunt 
feathers. Customs officials will admit Old 
Spot as part of your sporting equipment 
provided you can show a certificate signed 
by your vet proving that the dog has been 
vaccinated against rabies within the past 
six months. , 

When you report to the Customs Officer 
at the port of entry, you will be required 
to fill in a form giving a description and 
the value of the articles in your outfit— 
rods, guns, cameras, and so forth. The 
Customs Officer keeps one copy; you keep

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the other two which you will present to 
Customs at your port of exit. The idea is 
to make sure you take out what you bring 
in, and to make it easy for you to check 
out your gear no matter where you leave 
the Dominion. And don’t worry about 
that form; the border official will be glad 
to help you with it. 

How long does it take to pass through 
customs and immigration? Usually only a 
few minutes. You'll find Canadian border 
officials efficient, courteous, friendly and 
helpful, anxious for you to enjoy your 
stay in their country, hopeful that you'll 
want to come back again. And somehow 
or other, they seem even friendlier when 
they spot a fishing rod or gun case in your 
car. 

By the way, when you buy gas inside 
Canada, you'll get Imperial gallons, which 
are one-fifth larger than ours. In other 
words, five gallons of Canadian gas are 
equal to six here in the United States;

Colorado Lays Out 
The Welcome Mat 


As far as fishing goes, Colorado is prob- 
ably one of the most maligned states of 
them all. Many visitors who have been 
there, driving along the main highways 
in search of good fishing spots, complain 
that nearly all of Colorado’s waters are 
posted, or that fishing is not permitted 
unless the angler digs down in his jeans 
and antes up for a special permit. This 
idea, unfortunately, has gained consider- 
able circulation among the fishing fra- 
ternity, many of whom have planned their 
trips to by-pass Colorado, feeling that 
they would have no chance to wet a line 
on their way through. 

Tain’t so. Colorado not only offers ex- 
cellent fishing, but cordially invites visi- 
tors to stop and try it. 

The idea that most of Colorado’s waters 
are posted grew from the fact that most 
of the posted *stretches flank the main 
highways. The visitor has only to turn 
off into some of the inviting side roads to 
find plenty of water, and he'll be welcome 
to fish most of it. 

Lewis R. Cobb, Colorado’s friendly di- 
rector of the state’s publicity department, 
has sent me some enlightening statistics 
on the actual amount of posted water in 
his state. With his permission, I pass 
them along to you so you can decide for 
yourself whether Colorado welcomes you 
to fish her waters this season: 


TROUT STREAMS: Colorado is blessed 
with 14,554 miles of trout streams, of 
which only 3,409 are privately owned and 
posted, leaving 11,145 miles of public 
water. To this, add 1,887 miles of pri- 
vately-owned trout streams which are not 
posted, and you have a grand total of 
13,022 miles of free, unposted, open trout 
streams—about 90% of the state’s total!

Of these, 90 are privately 
owned. That leaves 2,311 trout lakes, 
96% of all the lakes in the state, free, 
unposted, and open to resident and visitor 
alike. 

Incidentally, Colorado will plant about 
three million legal-sized trout in her 
streams and lakes this year. The non- 
resident fishing license costs $10 for the 
season, $3 for five days. 


Side Trips 


For the first time in 29 years, Oregon has 
increased the price of fishing and hunt- 
ing licenses. This year residents will pay 
$4 instead of $3 for either fishing or hunt- 
ing permits, with the combination license 
fee boosted from $5 to $7. Effective this 
season, non-residents will pay $35 for 
hunting and $15 for fishing, with special 
seven-day non-resident fishing license 
at $5.

Nova Scotia may introduce its own ferry 
service to New England in another year 
or two, if plans for a three-million-dollar 
car ferry are carried out. The ship would 
transport 1000 passengers and 200 auto- 
mobiles on daylight trips between Yar- 
mouth and a Maine port, possibly Bar 
Harbor. Service from Boston is handled 
by Eastern Steamship Lines, long a fa- 
vorite with Canada-bound sportsmen, 
with three comfortable overnight trips 
weekly beginning June 16 and ending 
with the annual Nova Scotia Tuna Tour- 
nament on September 17.

Sunapee’s Golden Trout 


Probably the most exotic of all our native 
fish is the famous golden trout which is 
found in two lakes.of New Hampshire 
and in one each in Maine and Vermont. 
The golden, a handsome fish, is said to be 
a survivor from the Great Glacier, as it 
is closely related to the Arctic charr and 
European saibling. Thousands of anglers 
travel into New England every year hop- 
ing to add one of these rare and beautiful 
trout to their list of fishing triumphs. 
Although the eastern golden is native 
to the Averill Lakes of Vermont where 
it is now believed extinct and Floods 
Pond of Maine, Sunapee Lake in New 
Hampshire offers the angler his best 
chance to tie into one. The goldens of 


John Dodge, fish and game depart-

Sunapee Lake, N.H. last fall during 
the spawning season. It was returned

Sunapee run large, with five-pounders 
not teo uncommon. The record is 944 
pounds, set only last year. 

Goldens are quite plentiful in Maine’s 
Floods Pond but they do not reach the 
size of Sunapee fish. The best season for 
golden fishing runs from mid-May 
through mid-June. During that time you 
can expect a mixed creel, too, for Suna- 
pee has been liberally stocked with land- 
locked salmon, and always holds some 
native brook trout. 

Goldens are primarily deep-water fish. 
Few are taken at the surface. The most 
effective method of taking them is still- 
fishing with live or cut bait, the smelt 
being the most effective, although they 
like worms, too, However, many fisher-

The first-timer on Sunapee will find it 
worth while to hire a guide to show him 
where the goldens hang out, for Sunapee 
is a big body of water. 

The visiting angler will find plenty of 
accommodations at Sunapee. Favorite 
stopping places include Yverdun Inn at 
Sunapee Harbor, well patronized by the 
fishing fraternity, Russell’s Inn, operated 
by Louis Gregory at Georges Mills right 
beside the principal inlet to Sunapee, and 
another is Jack Reardon’s Bradford Inn 
at the nearby town of Bradford which 
is also a haven for bird shooters in the 
fall. 

Your non-resident New Hampshire 
fishing license will cost you $5.25 for the 
season, but you can buy a special three- 
day permit for only $2.75 


Small Flies for Smallmouths 


Although the smallmouth is a pugnacious 
fish that likes to wallop a big lure with a 


bang he can also be a selective feeder. . 


When, he turns selective it is often wiser 
to fish for him with a good imitation of his 
natural food than to try getting his dan- 
der up with a big and gaudy lure. When 
smallmouths are feeding on mayflies, al- 
der flies or similar aquatic insects they 
will fall for trout flies imitating the in- 
sects hatching out. Usually these should 
be on hooks of size six, eight or ten and 
the leader should be .009 inches (IX) or 
better since these fish are rougher than 
trout and generally caught in waters 
where weeds or rocks make lighter 
leaders hazardous to use. 

The angler fortunate enough to find in- 
sects hatching in good smallmouth water 
will find the feeding fish have little inter- 
est in the larger bass flies or the usual 
casting or spinning lures. The angler who 
thinks bass are always eager to take a 
lure out of pure savagery or cussedness 
will go fishless under such conditions. 
Going down to trout sizes and fine leaders 
for bass is more sporting than using big 
lures. The fish have every chance to put 
up a bang-up battle on the light gear. 

At such times either a dry fly or nymph 
can be fished successfully. The dry fly 
should float but an occasional twitch of 
the rod will give it apparent life and draw 
more strikes-than if it rests motionless on 
the water. The nymph or wet fly should 
be fished slowly and if the fish are seen 
boiling just under the surface without any 
insects visible on or above the surface it 
is almost certain they are “nymphing”. It 
takes a lot of small nymphs or flies to fill 
up a bass and the fish have to cover 
ground actively in order to make out a 
meal. Since the bass are already on the 
move the angler needs to move less than 
when the bass are lethargic. Instead of 
having to take the lure to the bass the 
fisherman can keep his lure working in 
an area where cruising bass are feeding 
and have his fish come to him. L. W.

when fishing small bars surrounded by 
deep water. Where the general level of 
e bottom is more or less uniform and 
e weed pattern does not make one spot 
very much better than any other the still 
fisherman stands to gain by covering more 
water. If he can drift slowly without hav- 
ing his lines hang up in the weeds he 
should catch more fish than by sitting 
still. Of course, for drifting, the floats 
should be set to hold the baits above any 
bottom obstructions. The drifting should 
be quite slow. If there is so much wind 
that the drift is fast the results are rarely 
good. When drifting, heavier sinkers may 
be in order than for normal stillfishing 
which sometimes requires no sinker at all.

Fish and Feed 


Those of us who travel the wilderness 
country with a fishing rod in hand know 
that many a wild, unfished lake will pro- 
‘vide nothing but puny fish. It may seem 
‘surprising to find one lake filled with six- 
‘to seven-inch fish and another one, only 
a stone’s throw away, producing three- 
‘pounders. The answer is simple. The 
size of the fish in any unfished lake is 
determined by two factors, first by the 
food supply and second by the available 
spawning area. We’re assuming there is 
no exceptional loss from predators or for 
any other reason. 

A lake can provide just so many pounds 
of fish on the food it has available. The 
question is how big the units produced 
will be. If the spawning area is limited 
or if some other factor limits the produc- 
tion of fish they'll grow larger than if 
there’s unlimited spawning facilities, un- 
limited expansion of the number of fish 
till they reach a point where none of 
them gets enough food to grow to normal 
size.. In such lakes the individual fish 
suffer from overpopulation. The more 
fishing done and the more fish removed 
the better the chances of catching large 
fish in the future. When you plan a trip 
to a wilderness lake that no one has 
fished before, be prepared for a host of 
small fish instead of big ones unless 
you've been able to look it over ahead of 
time and determine the relation of feed- 
ing area for the fish to their spawning 
area. L. W. 


Don’t Overlook Night Fishing 


The darker the night the better for bass 
at this season of the year. The surface 
water normally cools enough to draw bass 
to the surface for feeding at night and 
these are the perfect weeks for night fish- 
ing. The surface lure is not only the most 
exciting to use but when the wind is still 
it is unquestionably the most effective. 
Strikes are heard before they’re felt and 
if a bass catches you napping he may give 
your surface lure quite a wallop and still 
drop it before you arch your rod to set 
the hook. The surface lure should be 
fished slowly, in short spurts of action 
with long rests in between. Fishing the 
surface is intensive fishing. You won’t 
‘cover as much water area as you would 
if using a fast moving diving plug but 
you'll fish it much more thoroughly.

The dis- 
assembling is easy enough. Anybody can 
do it. Although the sequence may vary 
slightly with different models, the fly- 
wheel usually comes first, then gas line, 
then in turn tank and carburetor, then 
say, muffler, cylinder screws and cylin- 
ders, till all you have left together is 
the crank case with connecting rods and 
pistons and driveshaft housing. If you 
are stumped by some _ hard-to-get-at 
part, it can usually be reached easily by 
detaching first some interfering part. 

Let’s say your main objective is car- 
bon, accumulations of it on cylinder head 
and top of pistons, probably too in the 
piston ring grooves. Playing a flashlight 
into one of the spark plug holes has 
showed it present aplenty, as has con- 
sistent loss of power. 

Cleaning Out Carbon 

Now if the disassembling of the motor 
requires no special skill, neither does 
the scraping away of carbon. But it re- 
quires method and care. You can’t be too 
careful. Don’t force a part that refuses 
at first to move. Don’t scratch the metal. 
Let every amateur overhauler bear con- 
tinually in mind that the modern out- 
board motor is a precision-built imple- 
ment and resents being treated rough.

| Conditioning Your 
: Outboard Motor 


By Elon Jessup 


Investigation disclosed numerous stages. 
These ranged all the way from the totally 
non-mechanical owner who never lifted 
a finger and let his motor pretty much 
take care of itself to the mechanically 
minded owner who knew, cared for and 
repaired so well that except for buying 
an occasional new part, the service sta- 
tion never entered his life. 

Of these two extremes in ownership— 
nothing whatever and just about every- 
‘thing—there were relatively few. Sig- 
nificantly, by far the greatest number 
of outboard owners turned out to be 
folks having no special mechanical bent, 
but anxious to learn and _ sufficiently 
competent to overcome mos although 
not all forms of trouble that might arise. 
They are realistic enough to protect 
a valuable investment, don’t mind get- 
‘ting their hands dirty but resort to a 
service station expert whenever common 
sense suggests. They take reasonably 
good care of their motors and generally 
get along pretty well on their own. 
So, there’s your average outboard 
motor owner. And as you in all proba- 
bility are this average owner, it is you I 
have specifically in mind in offering the 
following suggestions on various phases 
from slight to serious for putting an out- 
board into good working shape. 

New Motor Features 

But let me first dispose of an alterna- 
tive course that some owners choose to 
follow. During the past month or so I 
have heard more talk than usual of 
trade-ins. Largely responsible, appar- 
ently, has been the introduction of new 
features—such as the three-way gear- 
shift or the neutral clutch or more mod- 
ern engineering generally—that older 
‘models fail to possess. The wish to keep 
up to date is understandable. Yet, apart 
from this, the custom of cashing in on a 
used motor to buy a brand new one has 
‘been going on for many years. 

There are features in its favor. Ad- 
mittedly, the potential life of a well- 
built and well-cared-for outboard motor 
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mitted in order to give all sides of the 
spring conditioning picture. From here 
on I'll discuss strictly readying for serv- 
ice the motor you now possess. How long 
have you owned it, how well has it been 
cared for and what is its present state of 
health? The details of present require- 
ments are likely to vary accordingly. In 
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This extends even to holding down nuts 
and screws, which, admittedly, ought to 
fit snuggly but it is also possible to exert 


“too much pressure on the wrench and 


strip threads. However, the point I 
started to make is that you don’t neces- 
sarily have to be an expert to do a 
carbon job, an extremely valuable serv- 
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case you have owned it for quite a long 
while, another question it might be fair 
to ask is: Have you ever looked inside? 

The inside of an outboard motor re- 
mains to many owners a tightly sealed 
mystery. They’re accustomed to dealing 
with spark plugs, carburetion, greasing 
the gears and such but hesitate to in- 
vestigate what goes on inside. To all 
such, I suggest close observation of some 
of the cutaway models that outboard 
manufacturers display here and there. 
To be sure, many instruction manuals 
show it on paper. But the real cutaway 
model is more convincing. The basic 
simplicity of what you see disposes of 
much of the mystery. From then on you 
know your motor better. 

For all of that, it is only common 
sense to respect one’s own mechanical 
limitations. Take the case of a con- 
siderable overhaul, as may be required 


ice to any motor that needs it. 

But there’s also a second point to be 
emphasized, to wit, one’s own mechanical 
limitations, as noted above. Say you find 
revealed a connecting rod that badly 
rattles or maybe is bent. Here you are 
faced with a somewhat more complicated 
type of work. The adjustment of connect- 
ing rods can usually do with an experi- 
enced hand. Otherwise, it may not turn 
out too well. 

Suit yourself. You know your own 
capabilities better than anybody else. 
But I'd like to make mention of the 
remarkably efficient system of outboard 
servicing that has spread through the 
country in recent years, although the 
qualities of skill will naturally vary. Go 
as far as you like on your own, but 
it is heartening to realize there is an 
expert within beck and call if you need 
him.

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How often is a thorough overhaul of 
foregoing nature needed? That’s hard to 
say. Might be in some cases after one 
season’s running, but not as a rule. It 
depends how and where the motor is 
used. Often enough a motor will run 
reasonably trouble-free for five to ten 
years. However, there’s a difference be- 
tween limping home and running at top 
efficiency. If she consistently limps, better 
look into the matter. 

The overhaul can be called one ex- 
treme in the spring conditioning. Turn 
now to the other extreme. Given a fairly 
new motor reasonably well cared for 
through last season and stored carefully 
through the winter. Your spring tuning- 
up operations will be only slight. 

Inspect Your Motor 

To catch up with this particular story 
Tll briefly go back to last fall. All out- 
board instruction manuals unfailingly tell 
owners to pour a little lubricating oil 
into the spark plug holes before storing 
for the winter. This simple operation has 
saved many an outboard from becoming 
hopelessly rusted. Now, coming up to 
date, you need to rid the inside of this 
excess oil to prevent spark plugs from 
fouling. Mere turning over of motor a 
few times by hand’ will often blow it 
out. Or, to make sure, pour a little clean 
gasoline into plug holes before turning 
over. Preparatory to either, remove the 
spark plugs. ~ 

With the spark plugs out, it is only 
natural to inspect these. Disuse over a 
long period sometimes has a deteriorating 
effect upon spark plugs. Look and see. 
However, unless you find pitting, or, 
chipped or cracked porcelain they will 
probably serve with a quick cleaning. 
Some owners always install new spark 
plugs on general principles, which isn’t 
such a bad idea. At the same time, check 
the ignition wires for chafed insulation. 
These wires are subject to a considerable 
amount of movement in the course of a 
season. 

The fuel tank should have been emptied 
before winter storage. Maybe it wasn’t, 
as is often the case. If not, empty it now, 
either by turning up side down or with 
siphon or by disconnecting gas line tem- 
porarily. Then, close your gas line valve, 
pour about a pint of clean gasoline into 
tank and swish it around. Might even be 
a good idea to let the gasoline work 
overnight. Last traces of gum are some- 
times hard to fetch. Then dump it out. 

Or, a pretty good way of cleaning 
tank, gas line and carburetor altogether— 
as may be desirable—is to apply two 
separate treatments of gasoline. Pour in 
the first pint with valve closed as de- 
scribed above. Dump it out. Pour in the 
second pint with valve open. Also in 
this case, remove drain plug at bottom of 
carburetor. Everything flushes through. 

We take it for granted that gear box 
of the lower unit was filled with new 
grease at storage time—certain models 
specify oil instead of grease—but warmth 
of a room may have melted some of it 
out. It would be wise to check and possi- 
bly refill. This might also be a good 
time to check on strength of the shear 
pin, thereby perhaps saving you from a 
future interruption on the lake. And that 
just about concludes the going over that

But how about the magneto?

If you feel at a loss as to where you're 
going, it might pay you to turn the work; 
over to a service station. In fact, some; 
of the outboard manufacturers them-: 
selves suggest as much. But in case yor. 
care to go to it, here are a few words: 
of explanation. 

You'll find few moving parts and as a: 
rule not much need for adjustment. The« 
contact points must have a _ properly; 
spaced gap and be clean and bright. In: 
case they aren’t, clean them gently with: 
fine sandpaper and reset to the gap; 
specified in your instruction book. TIfi 
badly pitted, they’d better be replaced: 
with new points. See to it that thes 
points squarely meet. 

Check the wires to make certain they; 
are tight and also for any breaks in theiri 
insulation. Replace any wire showing: 
worn insulation. If you feel doubtful over; 
condition of the coil or the condenser,’ 
the only resort as a rule is a service sta-- 
tion test. In all probability the coil is: 
all right and with only a season or two: 
of use, the condenser too. But in the: 
overall picture it isn’t unusual for a: 
magneto to need a new condenser. Hard! 
starting and erratic fluctuations of speed‘ 
can often be traced to a shot condenser.: 
Finally, you'll probably find a small felt) 
pad rivetted to the breaker point assem-- 
bly. Dampen it with a few drops of hight 
oil.

Boating Accidents? 


MOST ACCIDENTS RESULT FROM CARELESSNESS; 
THEY ARE UNCALLED FOR AND UNNECESSARY 


By Clinton R. Hull 


Of the accidents listed after every na- 
tional holiday during the warm weather 
season nearly a third are on or in the 
water; nine tenths of them totally un- 
necessary. Many, of course, are swimmers, 
but of the others, carelessness and 
thoughtlessness account for a high per- 
centage of them, lack of knowledge and 
seamanship a great many more. The U.S. 
Coast Guard boys spend a good portion 
of their time rescuing small boats lost 
in the fog, out of gas, stalled with en- 
gine trouble, burned by fire or explosion, 
or drifting helplessly in rough seas. They 
are not always in time to save the lives 
of those aboard. 

Most of the old timers pretty well know 
the score in so far as boats and boating 
are concerned, but perhaps a discussion 


Always take the paddle along 


of some of the most common causes of 
accidents may be of some help to those 
not so thoroughly experienced. 

First of all, in selecting your boat make 
sure it is adequately seaworthy for the 
waters upon which it will be used. It 
should have sufficient beam for steadi- 
ness underfoot, plenty of flare forward 
to curl bow waves out and down and 
ample freeboard to turn back quartering 
waves when running across the wind. 

If it is of plastic or metal it should 
be equipped with Styrofoam or buoyancy 
tanks. No matter what the material of 
which it is made, it should be buoyant 
enough to lift easily to oncoming waves 
instead of plunging into them. And it 
should never, under any circumstances, 
be loaded to the point where it loses its

Improper loading can be fully as dai: 
gerous as over-loading. Too much weight ‘ 
on one side can overturn it, too much: 
forward pulls the bow down and makes:

the case of a motor boat, raises the stern 
and lowers propeller efficiency. Excessive : 
weight aft forces the stern too deep in the: 
water, is even tougher on propeller effi-- 
ciency, over-loads the engine and causess 
the boat to “squat” badly, with~a re-- 
sultant loss of speed. 

The proper riding position for any boat | 
regardless of style or type, is with the: 
bow slightly higher than the stern and| 
on a perfectly even keel from port to: 
starboard. Weight should center well overt 
the keel line and be kept as low as pos- - 
sible for greatest stability.

A mistake often made is that of over- - 
powering or under-powering. The firsit 
by far the most dangerous, especially ini 
the hands of an inexperienced person. .

Usually under-pow- - 
ering is less dangerous than annoying. It: 
becomes dangerous only when inadequate : 
to handle the craft safely.

proper powering or over-loading any ° 
factory built boat. Every reputable man- 
ufacturer knows the proper power and _ 
load ratios of his product and will fur- 
nish the information on request. Motor ' 
manufacturers, or the Outboard Boating ‘ 
Club of America, 307 N. Michigan Ave., 
Chicago 1, IIll., can supply similar data 
on any boat if given an accurate descrip- 
tion of type, bottom lines, size, beam, 
length, depth and general dimensions. A . 
good photo will help. 

Life Jackets, Cushions 

Not many fellows will wear a life jacket 
all the time but a kapok cushion, jacket 
or life ring should always be handy for 
every person aboard. One of the best 
forms of insurance for the boatman is a 
short course in swimming. It may enable 
you to reach a floating cushion or the 
boat, or save a life. Certainly it will pre- 
vent the panic of helplessness. 

Never leave shore in any small boat | 
without a paddle or oars. Even though 
it is too large to row it can be moved 
at a fair clip with a paddle wielded from 
the bow and an assist aft. In an emer-= 
gency a small boat can be moved at sur- 
prising speed by paddling strongly from 
the bow with both hands. Should you 


& 
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‘lose or break an oar use your hands or 
‘the other oar from the bow to retrieve 
‘it or to get ashore. 

For large lakes or the ocean where 
»you may drift into dangerous waters 
»should your motor quit, a light folding 
sanchor, with a three or four foot length 
10f chain attached to its shank ring and 
ja light, strong line at least five times as 
-long as the depth of the. water is a must 
‘aboard. Should you be caught in a storm 
) with a dead motor a partly filled two to 
-five gallon fuel can securely fastened to 
the bow line makes an excellent sea 
-anchor to keep the bow into the wind. 
For larger craft of 16 feet or more, fold- 
-ing canvas sea anchors are available and 
-for those boats having a grating or floor 
which prevents easy bailing a good hand 
-or foot pump is a good investment. 

No motor boat, inboard or outboard, is 

complete without a set of tools, extra 
oT plugs, a light anchor, spare fuel, 
buoyant cushions and one of the small 
-sealed fire extinguishers now to be had 
-for a couple of dollars. Where land may 
-become invisible because of distance or 
_fogs a reasonably accurate compass is a 
necessity. 

_ Fire seldom occurs with an outboard 
‘when reasonable care is taken but it 
does happen. Gasoline may leak into the 
_bilges and be set off by a match or ciga- 
_rette, or fuel may be spilled on the motor 
and ignited by a spark. But if the ex- 
-tinguisher is used avoid breathing the 
_fumes which can quickly asphyxiate you. 
If your boat is inboard be sure there 
are no fuel. leaks, vent the fuel tanks 
outside the boat and have the bilges well 
ventilated by moving air. It may save 
_you from being blown out of your sneak- 
ers some fine day. 

Check Fuel Supply 

Never use half your fuel on the out- 
ward run unless you can drift back with 
the river. An adverse wind or current 
may exhaust the balance and leave you 
adrift. Far better to have too much than 
too little when it comes to fuel. 

If your motor is inboard be sure no 
moving parts are uncovered. Leave no 
loose object lying about to trip you and 
remember that heavy rubber boots or 
pockets loaded with shells pull a man 
down quickly once he is overboard. Crepe 
or other rough rubber soled shoes or 
sneakers are easy on the boat, light in 
weight and afford safer footing under 
most conditions. Part of the shells can be 
stored in the boat until needed. 

The old days of heaving a heavy anchor 
‘are fast disappearing but should you still 
have one keep your legs out of the line. 
A loop of it can take you to Davey Jones 
in an awful hurry. 

Never leave your boat with its bow 
resting on shore and otherwise not se- 
cured. Rising tides may float it away or 
wave action work it loose. Many persons 
are drowned on ocean reefs and bars 
when left stranded in this way, others 
become involuntary Robinson Crusoes, 
lose a good.boat—or their lives—trying 
to retrieve the drifting craft. 

Another danger, particularly to the boat 
itself, is caused by tying the craft too 
short to a fixed piling or pier, or leaving 
a heavy inboard with its bow on a steep- 
ly sloping shore and the stern over deep

Another mistake too often made by the 
sportsman is going out too far and.stay- 
ing out too long. If your boating waters 
are along the coast where weather warn- 
ing signals are displayed, learn where 
the tower is located and when the red 
pennant occupies the place of honor, bet- 
ter work in the garden; fish seldom bite 
in windy weather anyway. Regardless of 
such conveniences as warning signals, it’s 
an excellent idea to make a thorough 
study of the weather and cloud forma- 
tions in your own particular section of 
the country. 

These cloud formations carry a mes- 
sage for those able to read them. Heavy, 
cumulus masses commonly known as 
thunderheads may or may not mean wind 
but usually do mean heavy downpours, 
sometimes of cloudburst proportions, and 
often hail. They may bring short-lived 
but rugged gusts of wind, particularly

when their edges appear to be twisted 
and wispy and their undersides ruffled 
and torn. 

Swift flying wisps of a similar but 
lighter formation, or gray, fog-like clouds 
scudding along are a sure indication of 
wind higher up which may drop suddenly 
to ground level. 

Those who live in the cyclone and tor- 
nado belts need no instructions about 
their approach. The waving, funnel- 
shaped cone of the twister, the black, 
blue-gray, or yellowish-gray, sinister 
clouds of hail storms and freakish winds, 
the sudden death-like stillness immedi- 
ately preceding them, are all too familiar 
to people of the south and mid-west. 

Along the coasts really strong winds 
are usually heralded by storm clouds and 
heavy ground swells. The swells may pre- 
cede the clouds and wind by several 
hours, but here again fishing is seldom 
worth while with a heavy sea running 
and the safest place is ashore. Big, slow- 
moving rain storms usually give ample 
warning and the average fair weather 
breeze begins at about 10:00 a. m., gradu- 
ally freshens during the afternoon and 
dies away about sundown. The boatman 
should know his boat’s ability and be 
safely ashore before the white caps get 
too rugged. 

Worst of all is the wind that strikes 
suddenly from a clear blue sky. Such

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blows are common in the arid and semi- 
arid country of the west, parts of the 
mid-west and in many mountain areas. 
To those familiar with the locality the 
conditions for the winds can often be de- 
tected by the dry, “electric” atmosphere, 
but in such places it’s the better part of 
valor to stay within a few hundred feet 
of shore at all times. Fresh water can 
kick up a four foot chop in a matter of 
minutes when pushed by half a gale and 
a small boat can be in bad trouble but 
quick. Here your first warning may be 
a faint haze of dust on the horizon or a 
few sporadic puffs of air. If you’re wise 
when these signs appear you'll stow your 
tackle now and head for shelter—not 
home, just shelter—until you know for 
sure what gives. 

It would require a book to go into all 
the angles of cloud formations and weath- 
er. Conditions vary with altitude, climate 
and location; even the weatherman is 
often fooled, but if you remember that 
the little white “puff-ball” clouds after 
a storm indicate clearing—often accom- 
panied by a brisk west breeze but sel- 
dom a sudden wind—that horizon-wide, 
smooth, or “curdled” leading edged clouds 
and a south, southeast, or east wind usu- 
ally brings a general but more slowly 
approaching storm, that northeasters are 
often tough customers and that birds seek 
cover from coming bad weather, you'll 
be pretty safe. 

If it gets rough don’t try to force your 
boat through at high speed. Take it easy 
with just enough power to keep her nose 
up. If it’s too bad to run before it, turn 
into the wind, run slowly and keep low 
in the boat, even lie in the bottom if 
necessary. 

When entering or leaving a small boat 
tie or hold it steady and step well into 
it, never on the gunwales. Never pull it 
suddenly to shore while anyone is stand- 
ing erect in it and if you climb aboard 
or rescue anyone from the water do it 
over the bow or transom, not the gun- 
wales, it may capsize. Always keep well 
in the clear of swimmers. A whirling pro- 
pellor is bad medicine and the edge of an 
oar can cause a serious injury. Don’t try 
to “shoot” dangerous rapids unless you’re 
an expert and then be careful about risk- 
ing the lives of others.

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Fortunately, most guides and outfitters today catering to sportsmen are 
honest, trustworthy and experienced. They're equipped and capable of 
doing the job required of them. But there are some racketeers ready to 
take sportsmen for suckers. In the article below are some suggestions 
for cleaning up the racketeers in the outdoors. And your cooperation in 


the campaign is solicited. 


Some Guides, Outfit- 


ters Are Racketeers! 
By Bert Popowski 


May is none too early to be finding a 
capable guide and outfitter for your 
autumn big game hunt. Even if you’re 
planning nothing more pretentious than a 
joust with upland game birds or water- 
fowl, a little time devoted to making 
early arrangements may save you making 
a last-minute scramble for a good hunt in 
your chosen location. 

One of the most important factors in a 
satisfactory fall hunt is getting a guide 
who knows the locality and the game in

it. If he’s a capable chap, he won’t think 
your request for references from satisfied 
customers at all out of the way. In fact, 
he’ll welcome such a request, for he 
knows his satisfied customers are likely 
to give him a better sendoff than he could 
write himself. 

Once you get those references, use 
them. Get a line on the guy you're going 
to live with a few days, or weeks. Find 
out what a cross section of his former cus- 
tomers think of him, what game he 
showed them, and invite general com- 
ment on their hunts. If they have any 
complaints they'll let you know about 
them. If they all indicate satisfaction 
with their hunts you will have taken a 
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long step towards insuring success on 
your own. 

Finally, having satisfied yourself that 
your guide-outfitter is the sort who can 
deliver the goods, don’t hesitate to ask 
him precisely what hunting conditions 
you are apt to encounter in point of 
terrain, transportation and weather, what 
equipment he will supply and what he 
expects you to furnish. Give him an idea 
of how well you can take both foot and 


saddle work. A clean-cut understanding ° 


will reduce any potential friction, result- 
ing in mutual enjoyment of the trip. 

If two or more hunters are to be in 
your party, ask for information on any 
other law-required guides and their abil- 
ity and equipment. For if your guide 
and his equipment are up to par, but your 
hunting partners draw less capable assist- 
ance, you won’t be one big happy hunting 
family. 

In this connection I have a bone to pick 
with the guiding and outfitting profession. 
This is no ill-tempered squawk because 
of a single hunting disappointment. It is, 
rather, a call to arms among the nation’s 
sportsmen against the racketeering that 
is going on among so-called “guides” and 
“outfitters”. Some of them are a shrewd 
stripe of confidence man, using their 
knowledge of the ways of the creatures 
of the wild and the peculiarities of their 
locality in extracting the last possible 
dollar of charges for their “services”. 

I feel that this profession should be 
stabilized in point of ability to deliver the 
goods with a certain standard of ability 
and equipment. Single-handed, I cannot 
hope to flush out more than a mere hand- 
ful of the myriad malpractices of what 
should be a fine profession. But if I have 
the assistance of other sportsmen in un- 
covering them, I feel that honest guides 
and outfitters will see to it that the 
hangers-on of their profession will shortly 
seek other employment. 

I am not interested in cases where 
hunters require their guides virtually to 
kill their game for their “sports”. That is 
clearly market hunting and an honest 
guide will scorn the hunter who suggests 
it. Nor am I concerned with cases where 
a rank beginner gets the buck to the 
point where he can’t effectively operate 
on game that has been shown him. I feel 
that any hunter who hasn’t the emotional 
stability to do a good job in the field 
should be barred from wasting the sport 
of more able men. That is the most 
elemental conservation, and has been 
preached by this publication for a half- 


century. 


But if you have a definite and justifi- 


able beef, let me have it and, in the long 


we aus 


run, I’ll do what I can to set things right, 

The taint of guide and outfitter rack- 
eteering is relatively recent in its devel- 
opment. A decade ago the deer hunting 
in Pennsylvania and Maine attracted only 
some 5,000 nonresidents to each of those 
states. Only six other states played host 
to 2,000 or more nonresidents. But at 
that time only one out of each 137 hunt- 
ers bought nonresident licenses. Begin- 
ning in the early 1940s the non-resident 
army grew by leaps and bounds, until 
many states were reaping a golden har- 
vest of dollars in exchange for the privi- 
lege of hunting both large and small 
game. 

From this inception guiding became a 
rat race, reaching an all-time high in 
1946. That year approximately one of 
every 30 hunters did a part of his 
autumn’s hunting outside his native state. 
All over the nation a total of 393,548 non- 
resident hunting licenses was sold. Colo- 
rado topped all others with a record-

breaking 116,000 nonresidents, chiefly in- 
terested in its mule deer and elk. Penn- 
sylvania played host to 23,000, and Maine 
had 18,000 visitors. South Dakota sold 
85,595 nonresident tickets, including 1,134 
to personnel of the armed forces. Eight 
other states topped 5,000 apiece. 

During the 1947 and 1948 seasons the 
big boom declined. By that time the field 
of guides and outfitters had grown to 
such tremendous proportions that the de- 
mand for visiting sportsmen far exceeded 


the supply. The natural result would | 
have been for such services to seek their | 


f 


own. level, with the unfit dropping out of | 
the picture on the basis of unsatisfactory | 


performance. What actually followed was 


the development of guides’ and outfitters’ | 


organizations. 
These required their members to re- 


port their activities—number of persons | 


guided, game taken, equipment used, fees 


charged, etc.—to a central control office | 
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ent and inexperience he was out of the 
ganization and out of the guide-outfit- 
ting business. But this organization made 
no major check of the quality of equip- 

ment and service any of its members 
could furnish. Any rank beginner, able 
to throw a diamond hitch, and knowing 
the hunting area, was thus able to charge 
on a par with guides who had spent years 
in acquiring their equipment and savvy 
in the guide-outfitter field. 

For instance, you can’t hunt elk in 
Wyoming without plunking down a $100 
license tab, which is also good for bear 

and deer. It’s a bargain, yelped the 
hunters, and here they came! But when 
they got into elk, bear and deer country 
they found none of the outfitters would 
talk to them on any basis except $35 per 
day, per hunter; and only on the basis of 
a seven-day, or longer, hunt. If you 
should happen to fill out your license in 
less time and were willing to yield the 
balance of your hunting time to another 
party, it was still at least $245.00 per 
hunter, cash on the barrelhead, on top 
of your $100.00 license tab. 
At first glance that’s a lot of dough to 
_ plank down, so you prospect around, try- 
- ing to find a guide who can take you out 
only long enough to bag a bull; or, if you 
_ had no interest in a set of antlers, a cow 
_ elk. Ought to take only two-three days, 
as plentiful as the elk on the literature 
were pictured. That’s what you think! 

But may Heaven help you if you do 
take such a trip by the day. The woods 
may ring with elk bugles every morning 
and evening, but your law-required guide 

_ is a past master at riding onto them aton 
a squeaking saddle, his horse’s iron-shod 
hooves ringing on the rocks; in fact with 
all the sound effects going. Too, he pre- 
fers to hunt downwind, so they’ll scent 
you easily, and vamoose. 

“You can’t tell anything about these 
- mountain air currents,” he’d tell you, if 
you remonstrate at such hunting pro- 
~ cedure. The heck you can’t! Warm air 
goes up and cooler air settles, in the 
mountains as anywhere else. And if a 
‘wind is blowing you can still get its over- 
all direction and try to hunt upwind or 
crosswind. And the foot hunter may 
cover far less hunting area, but he'll 
cover it much more quietly than a moun- 
tain-shod cayouse. 

And such guides, if they have a day or 
two between scheduled hunts, will also 
probe your willingness to spend a wee bit 
of added time on your hunt, if you don’t 
bag your game within the time limits 
you’ve indicated. If you indicate such 

willingness you won't get out of the 
woods in a minute less time than your 
pocketbook allows. 

You think I’m kidding? The last elk 
hunt I took in the Jackson Hole area, we 
hunted two days and then got into a herd. 
I had no interest in a living-room sized 
set of horns so I picked a fat cow, and the 

guide also dropped one. The next day, 
while we were packing out the meat, a 
warden came down the mountain trail, 
right behind us. Our guide told that 
warden we’d filled our limit when, ac- 
tually, my hunting partner hadn’t yet 
fi edashot! The warden had no motorized

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transportation back to Jackson, so our 
guide offered to take him in in his pickup 
truck, meanwhile hauling in the two 
cows. He’d be back by daylight, he said. 

Daylight came, but the guide didn’t. 
So, when a dandy herd of elk appeared, 
two rifle-shots away, my partner and I 
hot-footed over to intercept it. He killed 
the grandpappy of the herd, a seven- 
point royal. When that guide got into 
camp, an hour later, I thought he’d pop 
at every seam. It seems he thought that 
since he’d lied to the warden we ought to 
back him up and take the cow he’d killed! 

To shorten a long story, it took the rest 
of the day to skin out the cape of the bull 
we'd already dressed out, and hang the 
meat up to cool. The whole next day 
was spent in getting the meat down to 
camp, less than a half-mile away, and in 
readying the outfit for the trip back to 
town. In short, it took three full days to 
cool out the meat, break camp, and go 
back a distance that we had covered in

choice. Returning with a sour expe- 
rience, in place of a treasured trophy 
they have retired into a shell of disgu 


and keep very quiet about it in order to | 


save face with their associates.

I, for that is precisely the attitude on, , 


which such racketeers fatten. 

It goes without saying that the good 
guides and outfitters need no one to speak 
up for them. Their record of success, 
and the word-of-mouth advertising of 
satisfied customers gives them more an- 
nual trade than they can take care of. 
Their services are a definite contribution 
to the sporting field and they'll always 
have a good business. But, for the sake 
of the profession they represent, they 
might begin now to rid it of the parasitic 
racketeers that are giving them a black 
eye. 

Remember that a good guide-outfitter 
always has more business than he can 
easily handle. One of them told me, not 
many months ago, that for one $50.00 ad-

one moderately long day on the outbound 
trip. It cost us just $70 more because we 
didn’t back up that guide’s lie to the war- 
den! (I can list some trustyworth guides, 
if you're interested.) 

I am not deliberately picking on one 
state, or one guide and outfitter, to make 
my case, but merely to serve as a warn- 
ing illustration. And if all the similar 
bits of annual chicanery were here listed 
the entire contents of this issue would be 
taken up with their recital. The wonder 
of it is that I, among hundreds of others 
that have been so hornswoggled by de- 
liberately contrived and executed rack- 
eteering devices, am of a mind again to 
go big-game hunting. 

Many other big game hunters can af- 
ford such disappointments much better 
than I. But others have saved for years 
for a one-time fling at big game of their 


vertisement in the “Where To Go” col- 
umns he received 80 inquiries from which 
he could choose the maximum of three 
parties he could handle during the hunt- 
ing season.

Bullet Penetration 


Bullet penetration is of interest to all 
riflemen, from the guy who punches holes 
in nothing but paper targets and tin cans 
up to the hunter of the largest big game 
found on this continent. For the bullet 
that lacks penetration, in proportion to its 
velocity and weight, is also often a bullet 
that is unbalanced in flight and thus lacks 
accuracy. Yet the performance of bullets 
which have deep penetration, as against 
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hose that do not, is often a vast puzzle 
o those same riflemen. 

- One of the many readers of this depart- 
ent put the question in a nutshell when 
ae wrote: “While standing within a few 
‘eet of a small tree I fired point-blank at 
t. The bullet lodged in the tree. Yet, 
when I hit that same tree, from a dis- 
jance of 100 yards, the bullet sailed right 
m through and went inches-deep into 
jhe next tree. How come?” 

. When a bullet leaves the muzzle of a 
vifle it tends to wobble or, as it is tech- 
Nically called, ‘yaw’ in flight. If that 
oullet is still wobbling when it strikes 
any target close to the muzzle, there is a 
nigh possibility that it will not enter that 
target at normal incidence, or ‘head on’. 
Instead, at the moment of impact, it is 
likely to be slightly tipped one way or 
another, which results in its encountering 
2reater than normal resistance from that 
target. It will then fail to achieve maxi- 
mum. penetration. 

_ But as the bullet flies on for some 
scores of yards it tends to balance itself 
in flight—due to air resistance, removal 
of the proximity of the propelling forces 
which contribute to that imbalance, and 
other minor factors—until it is traveling 
in a relatively straight line, subject only 
to gravity. When it then lands squarely 
on the target, all of its energy will be de- 
voted to penetration. The resulting bul-

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let hole will show none of the close- 
range wobble previously evidenced. 

Once the bullet has lost this initial 
wobble in flight—generally within 10 to 
20 yards in low velocity loads, and within 
50 yards on high intensity loadings—its 
penetration depends on mass and residual 
velocity. That is, its penetration will be 
gradually and proportionately reduced as 
the range is increased. That is perfectly 
normal and easily understandable; as 
velocity and energy fall off, so is penetra- 
tion reduced. 

A bullet that does not lose its wobble 
in flight within a normal portion of its 
effective range is one that is not suited to 
the rifling twist in which it is being fired, 
or has been loaded to either too low or 
too high a velocity—generally the latter. 
Such bullets can be so improperly loaded 
that they will partially or completely 
keyhole, i. e., upset to the point where 
they enter the target partially or com- 
pletely sidewise. Such bullets are, of 
course, very inaccurate and their pene- 
tration is a fraction of what it would be if

By this I 
mean the barrel is not pitted and the ac- 
tion is tight and smooth. I’d like to know 
how much killing power it has at its 
_maximum range, what its maximum 
‘range is, and how I should sight this rifle 
in. I will be doing all of my hunting in 
Michigan on deer and bear, if this gun 
will handle them.—W.N. 


_A.—The maximum killing range of a .44-40 
is from 100 to 125 yards. At 100 yards it has 
an energy of 475 foot pounds. The muzzle 
energy is 570 foot pounds. 

The mid-range trajectory while shooting 
at 100 yards is 3.0 inches. You could sight 
it in for 75 to 100 yards. 

This .44-40 cartridge is not quite heavy 
enough for bear.—H.P.S.

Q.—I have a Winchester single shot rifle, 
Model 67, and would like to obtain a 
Weaver ’scope for same.

I regard availability of a species as’ 


being the most important single factor in 
ranking birds, hence this category is 
worth the greatest point total of them 
all—a maximum 25.

Rounding out the top 
five is the woodcock. Point scores of these

Living atop mountains, mountain goats are placid 
customers . . . but brutally hard to stalk and kill

HUNTING MOUNTAIN GOATS in Al- 
berta’s rugged Rockies is a job for Super- 
man. But big game hunters, who can sift 
a saddle atop a mountain horse, clawing 
its iron-shod way along trails fit only for 
elk and goats, and can negotiate lung- 
bursting climbs that often take upwards 
of three hours at a single stint, are almosi 
certain to bring back handsome trophies. 

Lloyd Fox of Omaha, and I, hag 
planned our goat hunt for better than twe 
years. Our guide had promised us sheep 
goats and grizzly, but when two weeks of 
brutal hunting failed to yield even a 
glimpse of bighorns, or any fresh grizzly 
sign, we camped higher, to be closer to the 
cliffs where the big billy goats lived. Our 
base camp was located on Timber Creek, 
and from it we bagged two goats to make 
any big-game hunter’s eyes glow with 
envy. 

During the trip we saw moose, elk and 
deer—on which there was no open season 
—every day; but no bighorns or grizzly, 
for which we carried licenses. Coyotes 
were plentiful. In lower areas we fre- 
quently saw tracks of wolf pack, and 
above timberline the wallowing trails 
of wolverines crisscrossed snow-filled 
draws and rock slides. 


Camp was pitched in a sheltered flat where the days were sunny but water would freeze at night

Campfire Tips for 
Fishermen, Hunters 
By K. F. Murray 


There is primitive fascination in the 
campfire. Modern man, squatting beside 
a smoking wood fire, is closely attuned to 
that dark, hairy fellow of another age. 
Both of them used the same elemental 
fire for the same purpose—to warm him- 
self and to chemically change raw food 
into something more palatable. Modern 
man, I’m certain, does a better job of it 
with his modern pots and pans, although 
he too can “spoil the broth” unless he 
knows what he is about. 

_ The principle of building and handling 
an outdoor wood fire for cooking purposes 
is the principle of the iron cook stove, 
ie., to control the speed and volume of 
burning and the degree of heat. With the

by the air. Speed and heat can be regu- 
lated to some extent by the type of wood 
used for some burn with speed and flame 
while others are consumed more slowly. 

Most American trees have some value 
for campfire use. Among the quick, hot 
burners are most of the pines, basswood, 
balsam, soft maples, willow, cottonwood, 
box elder, and most soft woods. These 
are valuable where a fast burning, hot 
flame is needed such as boiling the kettle 
at a noon lunch stop. They consume 
themselves completely leaving a gray, 
lifeless ash. 

Compared to the soft woods is a group 
of hardwoods whose burning is slower 
and productive of a bed of hot coals that 
last and give out heat for a long time. 
Among these are most of the oaks, ash, 
beech, ironwood, hickory, locust and hard 
maple. They make ideal fires where heat 
is wanted over a considerable time. 

Unfortunately, many species of trees do

campfire this is accomplished by impro- 
vised methods using the means at hand. 
Here we attempt it by using rocks and 
logs on the sides of the fire to cut off some 
of the draft and contain the fire. A reflec- 
tor in back conserves the heat and throws 
it forward. The trench and the rock circle 
are used to hem it in. Sometimes when 
more draft is needed a “draft stick” is 
thrust under a side log to permit entrance

not grow in all parts of the country and 
what the camper uses for his fire is pre- 
determined by what is at hand. The north 
woods, the prairie reaches, the mountains, 
and the desert sections all have their 
special problems of firewood and there it 
is a case of doing the best you can. 
Building an outdoor fire is not difficult 
except during a rain or a long rainy spell. 
The first step is to clear a spot so that 


there will be no danger of the fire spread- 
ing to the surrounding vegetation. The 
ground should be cleared of leaves, 
humus, pine needles, grass, sticks and 
whatever else might burn. A circle with 


a ten foot diameter is not too large. If it, 


is windy it can be confined to a trench 
or shallow hole or a fireplace of sorts if 
rocks are available. Avoid wet rocks as 
they have a habit of shattering, sometimes 
explosively, when the inside moisture 
turns to steam. 

Now gather your wood and tinder. The 
latter is the part to be first lighted by the 
match and must be small, absolutely dry, 
and capable of lighting instantly. Dried 
grass, dry birchbark, and thin dry weeds 
make good tinder. Leaves are satisfactory 
too if they are really dry but most leaves 
on the ground have absorbed so much 
moisture that they burn poorly and some- 
times not at all. 

Gather more wood than you think you'll 
need. It is poor woodsmanship to light a 
fire and start it burning only to have to 
dash off to collect more fuel. Much wood 
can be gathered without using an axe by 
pulling dead branches from: the lower 
parts of standing trees. Any wood found 
on the ground should be checked care- 
fully for it often gets so damp or rotten 
that it burns poorly and is apt to smoke 
a great deal. This is especially true of 
birch which goes to pieces quickly once it 
is dead. In the supply of wood gathered 
should be a considerable amount of stuff 
ranging in size from the thickness of a 
pencil down to a toothpick. This will be 
placed on your tinder and lighted directly 
from it. It in turn will light still larger 
stuff. 

Lay the fire with your wood supply 
within reach. First the tinder, then the 
small stuff. Build up a half dozen layers 
of wood each slightly larger. Now if you 
have put on an ample supply so that it 
will catch well, you can put on wood a 
half inch to two inches in thickness. Ar- 
range your tinder so that you can reach 
it easily with the match and light it on 
the windward side. 

In this connection it should be men-= 
tioned that many campers carry a fire- 
starter of some sort. This is most anything 
that will burn many, many times longer 
than a match. Particularly in wet weather 
the flame from a single match is not 
enough to start damp wood. An ordinary 
candle, a paraffin soaked cardboard or a 
“store boughten” fire starter may do the 
trick. 

Once the fire has served ‘its purpose it 
should be put out and WITH WATER if 
possible. Sprinkle the water on, don’t pour 
it, and stir the ashes with a stick. When 
you are certain the last lingering spark is 
out, POUR ON ANOTHER BUCKET 
FULL! Covering a fire with dirt or sand 
should only be done where sufficient 
water is unavailable. Be sure the dirt is 
free of sticks and leaves. Stamping out a 
fire with the feet is ineffective. 

Here are a few sound principles of 
making and using a campfire, which if 
remembered, make it easier. The soft 
woods are for a quick, hot fire and the 
hardwoods are slower burning but pro- 
duce hot coals. Fire burns up and heat 
goes up. Keep the wood to be burned on 
top. The kettles to be heated belong there 
too, not on the sides. Fire needs air, Pro-

Light the fire only after it has been prop- 
erly laid and an adequate wood supply 
gathered. Conserve the heat by getting 
the pots on as soon as the fire is started. 
Keep the cooking fire relatively small so 
that you can work close. 


Cooking 


As with firebuilding, cooking over a 
campfire is not difficult if it is approached 
intelligently. True, if you know nothing 
about the subject you'll have a harder 
time than the housewife turned camper 
who knows her recipes and methods. 
Campfire cooking and electric range cook- 
ing are the same in principle. Only the 
type of fire is different and calls for 
adaptations of method. 

The simplest sort of campfire cooking 
is to spear a wiener on a stick and thrust 
it into the flames-or over the coals. The 
most complex, but really not difficult, 
campfire job is to turn out a well browned 
pie in a reflector oven. The main thing 
for the success of either undertaking is 
learning how to regulate the fire so that 
the right amount of heat is supplied to do 
the job. This is learned only by experi- 
ence, 

There are aids to outdoor cooking that 
make the work easier on the cook. Among 
these is an iron grate to be held over the 
fire by legs, rocks or logs. The grate then 
provides a solid, flat surface on which to 
support the cooking implements. A pair 
of rods, three or four feet long, known as 
fire irons, used over the flames will serve 
the same purpose. Pot hooks made of 
chain or whittled from branches will hold 
the kettles up in the heat if a forked stick 
is driven into the ground at each end of 
the fire and a lug pole laid between them. 
A small coil of stove wire is a handy thing 
to have in the cook’s kit for “pot hooks.” 
Cotton or leather gloves and a pair of 
pliers will be useful in handling hot pans. 

Boiling, frying, baking and broiling are 
the methods to be employed by the camp 
cook in keeping everyone happy. The first 
three require utensils while the third is 
done over a bed+of coals with a wire 
spider, an improvised broiling stick cut 
from the bushes, or by the simple expedi- 
ent of tossing a slab of meat on the coals. 

Of the four methods, boiling is the sim- 
plest. It is done merely by placing the 
food to be cooked in a kettle, covering 
with water, and boiling until it is judged 
to be done by testing with a fork. Cereals, 
however, are an exception to the rule and 
should be stirred slowly into the boiling 
water. All sorts of vegetables, cereals, 
meats, stews, soups and sauces are made 
by this method. Sometimes a food is first 
boiled, then finished by another method. 
A brisk fire, at least until the boiling point 
is reached, is necessary. A lid will help to 
accon.plish the boiling and will keep 
many flavors in and the ashes and dirt 
out. Seasoning may be done during or 
after the boiling. The liquid is often useful 
for soups and gravies. Thicken with flour 
and add milk if you like. Meats are best 
when simmered for a long time. 

The frying pan, an overworked camp 
cooking implement, is the tool for fried 
foods and requires constant attention 
when in use. Always it must be kept well 
greased to avoid food sticking to it and 
burning. A moderate fire preferably of 


coals is desirable and the grease sho 
be kept hot enough to remain just under: 
the point where it smokes. When iti 
smokes it disintegrates. Frying is gener-- 
ally reserved for meats and some vege-- 
tables. In the case of meats, they are often: 
dropped into a hot, greased pan to hex 
seared first on one side, then on the others 
in order to contain the juices, before beings 
finished on a slower fire. Fish requires 
considerable heat and grease. 

Broiling is most commonly done with: 
meats although some vegetables respond: 
well to such treatment. It consists of cook- - 
ing on or over the coals and a good bed o°: 
them must be allowed to gather before; 
starting the process. Often other cooking:

can be done as the fire is burning itself! 
down. Sear the meat first, then finish 
more slowly. Avoid browning too fast and ! 
avoid getting the meat into the flames. . 
Grease will drop and burn and it should! 
be kept out of this too, if possible. Broil- - 
ing provides the meat with a smoked,. 
woodsy flavor unattainable by any other - 
method. 

Baking is done with a dutch or reflec- - 
tor oven. The former is a cast iron vessel . 
which is set on ground raked free of coals ; 
which are then heaped around the sides | 
and on top. The reflector oven operates : 
in front of a hot bed of coals or a flaming - 
fire. Both are wonderfully efficient and 
capable of turning out marvelous baked 
goods. 

Don’t hesitate to tackle campfire cook- 
ing. With practice, its little tricks can be 
mastered to the pleasant, wholesome sat- 
isfaction of the inner man. 


Be Careful and 
Don’t Burn The Tent 


Deer hunters and others who do some 
camping when the thermometer is down, 
have the problem of operating a stove 
in a highly inflammable cloth house. 
Three things will greatly reduce the fire 
hazard. First, set the stove so that it is 
as far away from the walls as possible 
without being in the way. Never set it 
nearer than one foot. Second, use a tin 
or asbestos thimble or shield where the 
smoke pipe goes through the roof, so. 
that it does not contact the cloth. Third, 
tie a piece of screen wire over the smoke | 
pipe’s opening as a spark arrester. It will 
break up the sparks so that they will not 
settle on the roof,

Make An Oven 


) The reflecting baker, so popular with 
*eampers, consists of polished sheets of 
‘tin or aluminum so adjusted as to allow 
‘the upper and lower sheets to flare and 
lpick up the camp fire heat and reflect 
it to the centrally placed bake pan. The 
-ends are covered and in their centers is 
a bracket on which to slide the bake pan 
‘in or out. In use the baker is set up be- 
‘fore a high flaming campfire. It produces 
the finest kind of biscuits and other quick 
_breads and it will roast meat to a turn. 
'The baker is moved to or from the fire as 
needed and the cookery is always in view. 
| The baker folds to a flat parcel 8 x 814” 
jin size and an inch thick and weighs but 
va few ounces. 
| To make this baker, cut sheet tin or 
aluminum according to the measurements 
given. The edges of the top must be a 
little wider than those of the bottom so 
top will fit over bottom when. packed 
for travel.

to B, then A to C, and B to D and to 
overlap these bend E to G and F to H. 
Place- 34” square brass hinges at points 
shown. 

The baker erected for use must be held 
rigid so rivet on small hooks at the top 
of either end. These are to be inserted into 
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raised double slots in the bent edge of 
the baker top. Inspect the back view of 
baker and you will note how to attach 
a heavy wire support for the baker be- 
fore the fire. This wire support folds flat 
to the bottom in travel. 

The baking pan is 8” long and 614” 
wide but your material must be a piece 
814 x 7” to allow for turning up edges all 
around. Mark a line 14” inside the edges 
all around the flat piece and make right 
angle bends along these lines. The tin- 
smith has special equipment for this. 
Crimp the corner extensions flat to the 
side to make your pan 14” deep. 

A light cloth bag can easily be made 
for carrying the baker on the trail. 


Try Soy Beans 


Soy beans form the vegetable substitute 
for proteins of meat and differ from other 
legumes and cereals in having but little 
starch. It can well replace meat in the 
ration list—it even has the pleasing os- 
mazomes which give meats their fine 
flavor. Its great value is in aiding physical 
endurance and combating fatigue and 
food acidosis. It can be used as cooked 
beans, bean sprouts, as a flour or milk. 
Kellogg advised Admiral Byrd.to use 
largely dried fruits, wheat germ and soy 
beans, milk and vegetables. 

For a balanced bread recipe use soy 
flour—20 per cent and wheat flour—80 
per cent as follows—Graham flour—%4 
cup, soya flour—4 cup, baking powder—2 
level teaspoonfuls, salt—%% teaspoonful, 
sugar—l tablespoonful and fat 1 table- 
spoonful. An excellent emergency food 
developed by Lend Lease and sent in 
large quantities to supplement critical 
meat supplies requires only water add- 
ed and cooking to be the nearest thing 
to meat substitute it is possible to get 
from cereals. This “Russian Porridge” 
contains proportions as follows: Oatmeal 
or whole wheat flour—34 cup, soy bean 
flour—%4 cup, dried milk—1 tablespoon- 
ful, sugar—% teaspoonful, and salt—% 
teaspoonful. My own adaptation requires 
no cooking,

The Golden Builds

The golden retriever, long a favorite of 
the English sportsman, has built up an 
enviable reputation among retriever fan- 
ciers of the United States in the past fif- 
teen years or more since his.first importa- 
tion. The handsome appearance he cre- 
ates with his flowing golden colored coat, 
strongly-built body of good substance 
and bone, his keen nose and natural re- 
trieving ability on land and in water, his 
kindly expression and friendly disposi- 
tion, the ease of training and his willing- 
ness to do what is wanted of him are 
some of the reasons for his growing pop- 
ularity. 

Standards for the breed say the coat 
should be a golden color of varying shades 
but never as dark as that of the Irish 
setter nor creamy colored. There should 
be a very heavy undercoat and this en- 
ables the breed to withstand frigid weath- 
er and extreme cold water. A few white 
hairs on the chest are permissible, but on 
no other part of the body. The male 
golden should weigh around 65 to 70 
pounds and have a strong, well coupled 
body capable of negotiating rough cover 
and water. 

The breed is often referred to as “The 
Golden” for short. The golden retriever 
is a distinct breed of its own and so rec- 
ognized by the American Kennel Club. 
However, there is some misconception 
among many sportsmen and others who 
often think that the “yellow Labrador” 
(often referred to as the golden Labra- 
dor) is the same as the golden retriever 
which is not so. They are two distinct 
breeds. 

The golden is used principally as a re- 
triever in all of his work, staying at his 
master’s heel or side, be it in the field, 
duck blind or boat. While some may 
attempt to use him in fashion similar to 
a spaniel, that is to hunt and flush game 
ahead of the gun, it never was the pur- 
pose of trainers or fanciers of the breed 
to advocate this. The golden has been 
and is being bred today primarily as a 
retriever and not a flusher of game. How- 
ever, some retrievers enjoy working 
ahead of the gun to flush pheasants and 
some can be trained for that purpose. The 
golden loves his work, is a very willing 
worker, his keen nose enables him to lo- 
cate fallen game quickly and to take the 
trail of cripples and follow them down 
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until he has caught them, has the ability 
to mark fallen game, has a very tender 
mouth which is an inherited trait in the 
breed, and takes training easily. To the 
hunter the speed the dog exhibits in going 
to his fallen game and his quick and gen- 
tle pickup and high headed carry of such 
game is a joy to behold. 

In retriever trials which have gained 
great favor with the dog-loving hunter, 
the owner of a golden which he has prop- 
erly trained for his work can enter these 
field trials and expect his breed to per- 
form as well as any of the other retriev- 
ing breeds. These trials have gained so 
much in popularity these past years that 
it enables the owner of a golden to enjoy 
year-around pleasure with his dog. 

In the home the golden has made as 
many friends as he has in the hunting 
field. He has a splendid disposition, gen- 
tle to the extreme. As a breed he is quiet 
and refined, possibly not overbold but 
yet not timid or shy. As a house dog he 
is all one can ask for—the few long hairs 
he may distribute at times on the rugs, 
etc., are overlooked because of his many 
other virtues.

I wish, at this point, to stress one thing 
in particular with the golden—the use of 
extreme care in the introduction of fire- 
arms and their report. Being of a gentle 
disposition and not too overly bold as a 
breed, he won’t take the firing of a 12 
gauge gun over him without first becom- 
ing acquainted with it. 

So gradually introduce him to the re- 
port of gunfire and all will go well from 
thereon and he will love to hear the re- 
port once he knows what it is.

ter; his long coat is an aid in this work 
and helps to lend buoyancy to him and 
floats him higher in the water and as a 
rule the breed rides high in the water as 
a result and the dog that is level in his 
swimming from head to tail is what is de- 
sired. 

Another point in retriever training is 
the changeover from dummies to birds. 
This should be done gradually and once 
he retrieves dummies well then introduce 
him to one with some wing feathers tied 
on it. Then after he is used to this use 
a dead pigeon with the wings also tied 
or taped tightly to the body. This is to 
prevent loose feathers and a bad carry 
by the wing. From this point on he is 
ready to retrieve killed game. It is not 
necessary to use live wing clipped pigeons 
in this training for the hunter usually has 
a dead bird for him to retrieve, when in 
the hunting field. Your dog is now ready 
for all your hunting demands. 

In purchasing a golden retriever we 
strongly recommend that you get a pup 
between the ages of 8 weeks to 14 weeks 
of age or so. Be sure the pup has received 
temporary distemper shots at least no 
later than 10 days prior to your purchas- 
ing the dog and then follow your vet- 
erinarian’s advice for further inoculations 
of a permanent type. Also check to see 
if the pup has been wormed properly and 
demand all registration papers and cer- 
tified pedigree at the same time. Buy 
from a reputable breeder and from one 
that specializes in breeding only golden 
retrievers for as a rule such a breeder 
has his whole heart and soul wrapped up 
in the breed and has enough confidence 
in the golden that he does not feel other 
breeds are necessary in order to make

Know the Facts on 


Fits or Convulsions 
By C. H. Anthony, D.V.M. 


Fits are extremely common in dogs, es-| 
pecially in puppies. | 

Many people associate fits with worms: 
While it is true that they are one causes 
there are other reasons. In general, there 
are several common 
causes — hysteria 
(fright), epilepsy, 
worms and distemper. 
Hysteria may occur 
in dogs of all ages and 
breeds. The onset is 
sudden and begins by 
excited barking or 
howling. The animal 
looks and is com- 
pletely terrified. Very 
often they will run 
off yelping or if in- 
doors, run around and bump into objects: 
They will sometimes try to hide or avoid 
the light by crawling under porches ov 
into a dog-house. Partial or complete loss: 
of consciousness may occur. This lasts 
from a few minutes to an hour. 

When recovered, the dog is sometimes 
completely exhausted but after resting) 
awhile seems to be quite normal. In these 
cases it is well to remember that the dog 
is not vicious although it may snap iii 
cornered. Nearly any animal will do so 
when prompted by extreme fear. 

Usually a dog can be controlled by the 
owner’s reassuring voice and commanc 
if it is within hearing distance and still 
conscious. Dogs are like horses; they car 
be better controlled if blindfolded. Dark- 
ness is very often quieting enough to 
make the dog snap out of it. 

Leave the dog alone and in the dark: 
if possible. By doing this quickly the dog 
is very apt to quiet down immediately: 
Give no medicines without consulting 
your veterinarian. 

Epilepsy is another cause of sudder 
convulsions. Usually these take place very 
often while the dog is lying quietly and 
even during sleep. Champing movements 
of the jaws, frothing at the mouth and 
stiffening of the neck and legs are com-- 
monly seen. This may be mild and with- 
out loss of consciousness. When move- 
ments cease, the dog acts dazed. Recov— 
ery is usually rapid if the animal is left 
undisturbed. Restraint is unnecessary 
and should be avoided. Since this is apt 
to recur, treatment is necessary. 

Worm fits are probably more common! 
than any other kind. Fortunately, they 
are more easily diagnosed and remedied. 
Usually these are mild and last only a few 
minutes. When the dog has recovered, 
contact your veterinarian and present the 
case to him for examination as soon as 
possible. A routine stool or fecal exami-

nation is made. This is done to determine 
the type of parasites present. The kind 
of worms found on microscopic inspec- 
tion of the feces will determine the treat- 
ment needed. After-care following worm- 
ing is especially important. Cleaning and 
disinfecting are necessary to prevent re- 
exposure. Dishes for food and water 
should be washed daily. Manure should 
be removed frequently. Dogs kept in ken- 
nels or runs should be watched closely 
for signs of reinfection. Soil that has been 
contaminated by manure cannot be kept 
entirely free of worm eggs but the pos- 
sibility of reinfestation can be reduced 
by covering with a layer of sand or chat. 
A solution of brine or rock salt sprayed 
over the floor or ground will help cut 
down on the parasite population. 

The real objective in these precautions 
is to prevent a massive infestation. A few 
parasites are not entirely unavoidable. 
Most animals can easily tolerate a few. 
It is when the number or population is 
high that their presence becomes a dan- 
ger. 

Distemper infection of young dogs has 
always been the most serious hazard to 
the dog owner and breeder. Puppies not 
properly vaccinated or left entirely un- 
protected are susceptible. 

When the first convulsions occur, 
prompt action is necessary. Even then 
the condition may be too far advanced 
to save the animal. Puppies sometimes 
go into one fit after another. This indi- 
cates a generalized, widespread infection 
of the nervous system. Such damage is 
completely permanent and cannot be cor- 
rected. Euthanasia (humane destruction) 
of the hopelessly sick puppy is the only 
alternative. Sedatives are used, though 
not successfully, to keep the patient quiet 
for days and weeks. Usually, when al- 
lowed to wake up, the twitching and 
spasms tend to occur over and over again.

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Across the Editor’s Desk 


Surf fishing for stripers! It’s a wonderful sport, but if you happen to catch a dozen or so you don’t need to 
keep them all. Put some back unharmed for another day’s sport 


Enjoy Your Fishing - - But Don't Be Wasteful! 


IT’S FISHIN’ TIME, Gentlemen! And the 
> invitation to enjoy one of the greatest of 
all sports—a sport that offers rest and 
relaxation and fun for millions of people 
—is right on the calendar as big as life. 
It’s a welcome invitation, too. Of course 
the invitation comes every spring but 
with each new year it is more welcome. 

With opening of the fishing season in 
much of the north country I’d like to pass 
along one of the most interesting things 
I learned about fishing on a southern trek 
during the winter. I believe it’s some- 
thing you'll want to think over, for it 
affects the conservation of certain species 
of fish that are NOT good to eat. 

It’s fun to catch game fish of any kind 
from bluegills (how I love to take them 
on a light fly rod!) to sailfish, tuna or 
marlin which thousands of sportsmen try 
strictly for the sport. 


Why Kill a Game Fish 


When in Florida I found anglers win- 
ning prizes and citations for catching fish 
and returning them to the water un- 
harmed. Isn’t that a hopeful sign in these 
days of increasing numbers of anglers on 
both fresh and salt water? I first encoun- 
tered this conservation-minded angler at 
West Palm Beach where they stage a big 
salt water fishing tournament. In this and 
other contests is a system of awards going 
to anglers who catch good sized fish, 
bring them on the boat, have the size 
and weight estimated by the guide and, 
then, return them unharmed to the water. 
A fine system? You can’t help but say it 
is. Why kill a grand game fish that you 
can’t use on the table! 

Down on the Keys a similar system 
has been tried on bonefish, one of the 
most remarkable and popular small game 
fish found anywhere today. Citations for 
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taking bonefish, then returning them to 
the water, are awarded anglers. I quali- 
fied for a citation because I caught ’em 
and turned ’em back. The bonefish isn’t 
a table fish, but it’s a whirlwind on a 
rod—the fly rod especially. Why kill a 
battler like the bonefish when you can’t 
use the fish except for a picture? 


Common Sense Conservation 


I’m wondering if all of us who enjoy 
fishing shouldn’t keep in the back of our 
minds this practical, common sense con- 
servation idea—“If you can’t eat it, toss 
it back.” That’s not a bad slogan for the 
fish hogs that slay far more fish than they~ 
can use, just for the fun of catching them. 
They like to have their pictures taken, 
too, with large strings of fish. Then they 
sort out the big ones to take home and 
throw the rest away. 

No one likes to catch fish more than 
I do. I like lots of action. I like to see 
the fish hit—and I mean any species from 
bluegills and crappies to sea trout. To 
catch and toss them back unharmed is 
one thing, taking more than you can use 
is another. Don’t you agree? 

Let’s fish. Let’s have fun. Let’s get the 
most out of the superb tackle that manu- 
facturers make for us to use on lake, 
stream and ocean. And let’s show the 
kids how much fun fishing is as we stress 
that our fishing reserves are not inex- 
haustible. Remember, too, that drainage, 
the changing of rivers with dams and 
heavy fishing pressure everywhere will 
not permit us ever to waste a single fish. 
If you “hit the jackpot” with rod and 
reel as we all do occasionally, remember 
that if you can’t eat them turn them back. 

You’ve seen the “impact of civilization” 
mentioned in this column several times. 
Here’s another example of how this “im- 


pact” is cutting into your outdoor heri-. 
tage. - 

There’s a species of small deer found in 
the Florida Keys. It weighs only 40 or: 
50 pounds, and once was quite abundant. 
Today there are fewer than 100 left in: 
the world. Man’s march into the wilder-. 
ness is about to push this little deer into | 
the sea of extinction. 

The last stand of this species of deer’ 
is 10,000 or so acres of pine land on! 
Big Pine Key about 130 miles south of | 
Miami. Unless something is done at once: 
to buy this acreage (largely privately | 
owned) another species of American 
wildlife will be wiped out. 


"Impact of Civilization" 


I can’t help but call attention to the 
fact that always there is a challenge to 
you and me to do what we can in help- 
ing certain wild creatures withstand the 
shock, and possible death, from the “im- 
pact of civilization.” Cutting up Big Pine 
Key for homesites, illegal hunters whose 
dogs chase the little deer into water 
where they are easily shot, and year- 
around poachers are more than any 
species of animal can withstand. 

We've got to keep pitching to conserve 
the outdoors. These tiny deer of the Keys 
may be a long way from Albany or Hunt- 
ington or Long Beach or Chicago, but no 
matter where you live, if you have the 
outdoors in your heart, you can’t over- 
look the fate of these animals as an ex- 
ample of all the outdoors. 
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
